Henley. 3. 

William G. Cross was horn, in Morgan co., 
Va., Jan. 17, 1822, and died, near Leesburg, 
Loudon co., Va., Aug. 4, 1873. He was in- 
ducted into the blessed mysteries of the new 
birth when he was about twenty-two years of 
age. Eor several months he had been deeply 
concerned on the subject of his soul’s salvation, 
and in the quietude of his own chamber, while 
poring over the precious word of life, was 
happily converted to God. Not long after 
this happy change, he felt called to preach the 
gospel, and was duly licensed as a local preacher. 
In 1846 he was admitted on trial into the Bal- 
timore Conference, and in 1848 was received 
into full connection and ordained deacon. In 
this Conference he adhered to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and was appointed 
to King William Circuit. In 1849 he was 
stationed at Elizabeth City, and in 1850 at 
Charlottesville. In 1851 he was appointed to 
Culpepper Circuit; in 1852, to Harrisonburg 
and Keezletown; in 1853, to Leesburg; in 
1854, to Fredericksburg; in 1855, to Manches- 
ter; in 1856, to Brunswick Circuit; and in 
1857, to Warren ton. In 1858-9-60 he served 
as Presiding Elder of Washington District. 
In 1861-2 he was appointed to Bedford Cir- 
cuit; in 1863-4, to Nottoway Circuit; and in 
1865-6, to Prince Edward Circuit. At the 
Virginia Conference, held at Petersburg, Nov., 
1867, he was transferred to the Baltimore Con- 
ference, and was successively appointed by 
that body to Berkeley, Shepherdstown, and 
Lexington. His health had been for some 
time gradually declining, and, while at Lexing- 
ton, he became so prostrated that at the ensu- 
ing Annual Conference, held in Baltimore, 
1873, which he was unable to attend, he was 
placed on the superannuated list. From this 
time to the close of his life he was a great suf- 
ferer, but under all his sufferings was both 
submissive and cheerful. A few days before 
his death his countenance was lit up with an 
uncommon brightness, as if already reflecting 
the glory of the upper world. His wife, ob- 
serving it, remarked, “You look so bright — 
just as you used to look.” He replied, "with 
great earnestness, “I feel as I used to feel. 
How I long to preach again!” On the day 
that terminated his mortal life, while he and 
his wife were walking together to visit a rela- 
tive near by, he suddenly fell at her side and 
expired. Stunning and unexpected, however, 
as was the stroke, she was sustained under it 
by the sweet assurance that his sudden demise 
was only an immediate transit from the suf- 
ferings and trials of earth to the unspeakable 



joys of the.better life. Brother Cross was a man 
of more than ordinary intellectual strength. 
His reading, though not extensive, was well 
digested. In the branches of human learning 
his favorite study was mental philosophy. He 
reasoned much, and dealt more in principles 
than in the details of their application. He 
was a strong and useful preacher, and left be- 
hind him the savor of his ministry wherever 
he had gone preaching the gospel of God. His 
piety was uniform, characterized by a rich, 
deep experience, a holy walk, and a most win- 
ning cheerfulness of aspect. He possessed a 
child-like simplicity ; was warm in his attach- 
ments, ardent and faithful in his friendships. 
His absence from our Annual Conference-gath- 
ering makes a void indeed; but he has gone 
where the weary rest from their labors, and 
where he has already heard from the lips of 
that Master whom he served so long, and with 
such unfaltering fidelity, the words of divine 
approval, “"Well done, good and faithful serv- 
ant, enter thou into the joy of thy Lord!” 

John Wesley Bull was born, in Baltimore 
co., Md., Sept. 6, 1819, and died, in Alexandria. 
Va., Dec. 25, 1873. In early life he became 
the subject of religious impressions, and at 
about eighteen years of age was converted to 
God at the Union Meeting-house, Baltimore 
co., near his father’s homestead. In March, 
1843, he was admitted on trial by the Balti- 
more Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church. 
He was appointed at that Conference to the 
Great Falls Circuit, as the colleague of Rev. 
Richard Brown. In 1844 he was appointed to 
Covington Circuit; in 1845, to Newcastle Cir- 
cuit. At the Conference, when he received 
the latter appointment, he was ordained deacon 
by Bishop Waugh. In 1846 he v as assigned 
to Berwick Circuit; and in 1847 was ordained 
elder, and appointed to Patapsco Circuit. In 
1848 he was assigned to East Harford Circuit; 
in 1849, to Harford Circuit; and in 1850, to 
Canton and Asbury, Baltimore. During this 
year he was married to Miss Valinda Brown, 
of Alexandria, Va. In 1851-2 he was ap- 
pointed to Foundry and Asbury, Washington 
City; in 1853, to Havre de Grace. In 1854 
he was granted a supernumerary relation, in 
which he continued till 1866. In the last- 
mentioned year, with a number of his brethren 
of the Baltimore Conference, he united his 
fortunes with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. In that and the succeeding year be was 
appointed to Laurel Circuit; in. 1868, to Great 
Falls Circuit; and in 1869, as Conference Mis- 
sionary to Virginia. At this time his health 
failed, and he was granted a supernumerary 
relation, which he sustained until death ter- 
minated all his earthly relations and cares. 
Brother Bull was a devoted Christian, and a 
faithful, earnest minister of the gospel of 
Christ. In April, 1873, he attended the funeral 
of a friend, where he contracted a severe cold, 
which finally resulted in his death. Although 
indisposed for several months before bis death, 
he was confined to his bed only ten days before 
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he passed away. To his brethren who visited 
him during his last illness he spoke freely of 
approaching death, and expressed his entire 
resignation to the will of God. He said to his 
wife, just before dying, that he felt like shout- 
ing aloud the praises of God; but his body was 
too feeble to allow him to give audible expres- 
sion to his joy. While the Christian world 
were celebrating the advent of the Saviour, he 
went to behold his glory, and abide forever in 
his presence.

Lewis Henley was born, in Wythe co., 
Va., July 6, 1850, and was converted to God at 
Asbury Camp-ground, on Cripple Creek, in 
Sept., 1866. He was licensed to preach in Dec., 
1871, and was employed as a supply on the 
White Sulphur Circuit in July, 1872. He was 
admitted on trial by the Baltimore Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at 
its session in Baltimore, March, 1878, and re- 
turned to the White Sulphur Circuit. Here 
he served the Church with the utmost fidelity 
and zeal until Jan. 19, 1874, when, in the vigor 
of early manhood, and in the midst of his use- 
ful labors, he was called away. Brother Hen- 
ley was characterized by great devotion to his 
work. At each of his appointments on White 
Sulphur Circuit, during the brief time he was 
in charge, he was blessed with a gracious revival 
of religion, and many souls were brought to 
Christ through his instrumentality. It may 
seem mysterious to us that one so young, and 
so full of promise to the Church, should thus 
early be removed, but He who calls laborers 
into his vineyard knows when it is best to re- 
mand them to himself. While we mourn the 
loss of our beloved brother, we rejoice that the 
Redeemer reigns, and that though the work- 
men die, yet under his providential care “the 
work goes on.” Brother Henley died in great 
peace, expressing not only a readiness, but an 
anxiety, to depart and be with Christ.

Samuel Alexander was born Feb. 16, 1836, 
and died Feb. 15, 1874. He professed religion 
and joined the M. E. Church, South, at Turkey- 
town Camp-ground, Carter co., Tenn., under 
the ministry of the Rev. J. Haskew, in 1858. 
In 1857 his father’s family removed to Mis- 
souri, and in the autumn of 1860 he received a 
license to preach, and was received on trial 
into the Missouri Conference, in which he 
continued a laborious and efficient traveling 
preacher till the autumn of 1872, when he 
came to Marion, Ya., to recuperate his failing 
health. At the session of the Holston Confer- 
ence, meeting in Marion, Va., Oct., 1873, be 
was transferred to the Holston Conference, and 
appointed to the Saltville Circuit. His health 
was too feeble to enter upon bis work till Jan., 
1874, when, from strong desire, though not yet 
restored, he ventured to Saltville; preaching 
morning and night. He literally fell at his 
post. Returning home on Monday, Jan. 26, he 
took his bed, strangely and seriously prostrated. 
His disease was softening of the brain. He was 
united in marriage to Miss Isabella C. Rooker, 
in Missouri, Sept. 29, 1863. Widowhood is left 
to her, with three young children. In the Mis- 
souri Conference he filled the following ap- 
pointments: Chillicothe Mission, 1860; Buck- 
lin Circuit, 1862-63-64; Gallatin Circuit, 1865; 
was supernumerary by reason of his feeble 
health in 1866-67-68; Millville, 1869; and Sal- 
| isbury, 1870. During these vear8 he received 
into the Church about eight hundred souls. 
They were years of peril and trial in Missouri. 
Some lost their lives — others went to prison. 
Brother Alexander was arrested, and refused 
to take the test-oath, and finally was compelled 
> to give security for his good behavior! But 
5 preach he must and would. As a preacher he 
• was industrious and laborious, having above 
three score written sermons. His voice was 
1 full and musical, sometimes, in hanpy seasons, 
swelling to a trumpet-b’ast. Asa Christian his 
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piety was thorough and consistent, always pos- 
sessing a cheerful and happy spirit, hut never 
vain or trifling. The first conviction on the 
mind of strangers, when he appeared in private 
or public, was that he aspired to be pure and 
holy above all else. Take him all in all, his 
brethren do not hesitate to pronounce his life 
one of holiness. His affliction was such that 
little communication could be had with him — 
his hearing and speech both being impaired. 
He suffered little, if any, pain. All his thoughts 
during seasons of mental wandering had rela- 
tion to the labors and triumphs of his former 
ministry. On one occasion, arousing from deep 
stupor, he requested all around him to unite in 
prayer, leading the prayer in appropriate lan- 
guage while utterly unconscious. In the earlier 
stages of his sickness he was in full ecstasy 
whenever singing and prayer were joined in. 
His zeal literally consumed himl He felt in- 
dividually employed by the Master — the work 
was great — the time was short — he must hasten 
out to improve the light as it lasted. He is 
gone — the sun went out at noon— but not be- 
neath clouds. He rests in heaven. 

Edward Earrell Lyons was born, in Knox- 
ville, Tenn., June 6, 1836, and dedicated to God 
by baptisnj in his infancy. Blessed with pious 
parents, from the first dawnings of reason he 
was carefully instructed in the truth that 
maketh wise unto salvation, and taught to re- 
vere the house of God and his ministry, with 
whom he was constantly associated in child- 
hood and youth, his home being also the home 
of the Methodist preacher. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is not strange that he grew up 
to mature manhood with a most profound re- 
gard for sacred things. Early in life he was 
impressed with the conviction that it was his 
duty to preach the gospel. Holding then and 
ever the most elevated views of the dignity 
and responsibility attaching to this office, he 
shrank from it under a sincere sense of un- 
worthiness. In the pulpit his manner was al- 
ways serious and impressive. Preparing his 
sermons with care, and delivering them with 
an unstudied grace and native eloquence, he 
never failed to gain the attention of his con- 
gregations. Possessed of a rich, musical voice, 
of. great flexibility and compass, expressing 
with rare truthfulness every emotion, when he 
pleaded with God in public prayer his fervent 
appeals awakened responsive echoes in every 
heart, and impress^ every one with the con- 
viction, “ He is praying for me.” His voice is 
hushed now, and his. work on earth finished. 
He died fighting for the Master, and although 
his blows may have fallen faint and fainter at 
the last, yet were they struck with unfaltering 
trust in an omnipotent Lord. Farewell, broth- 
er, but not forever! We shall meet again where 
the storms of life are over, and rest from the 
weariness of earth under the shade of the 
beautiful trees, by the river of life. 

Edward Waverly Marsh was born, in 
Rhea co., Tenn., Nov. 27, 1847; was soundly 



converted at Philip’s Chapel, in the same 
county, Jan., 1866, while a student of the now 
sainted Brother T. K. Munsey, from whom he, 
with many other young men, received the im- 
press of divine truth as few men on earth could 
impart it. He was married to a godly young 
lady in 1867, who only lived to bless him with 
her love five months, when she passed away to 
be an angel. He was licensed to preach at 
Winston’s Chapel, Kingston Circuit, Dec. 12, 
1868; was engaged in teaching, which he con- 
tinued for a few months, after which he spent 
the remainder of that Conference-year with the 
Rev. D. H. Atkins on Tracy City and Spencer 
Mission with great acceptability. He joined 
the Holston Conference, at Abingdon, Va., Oct., 
1869, and was appointed to, and traveled, Tracy 
City and Spencer Mission. His second year he 
traveled Hamilton Circuit. His third and 
fourth years were spent on Spencer Mission 
and at Burritt College, located at Spencer, 
where, as in every field, he labored with great 
success. He was ordained deacon at Morris- 
town, by Bishop Pierce, at the close of his sec- 
ond year; and, as his health gave way at the 
close of his fourth year, he was not with us at 
our last annual session, at Marion, Va. Dur- 
ing the latter part of last year, while labor- 
ing in a protracted revival on his work, cold 
settled on his lungs, when consumption began 
its fearful work, and rapidly wasted his manly 
strength. His sufferings were intense, but 
never was displayed more fortitude under suf- 
fering. By grace he conquered the last enemy, 
and gloriously triumphed over the grave. His 
sun set not behind a cloud, but, on the 4th of 
March, 1874, it melted away into the brighter 
glory of heaven, as the morning star before 
the rising day. A short time before he “ fell 
on sleep” he said to a young friend and class- 
mate, “I have been lingering near the king- 
dom all day.” 

Jacob Brillhart was born Sept. 16, 
1808, in York co., Pa.; was married Sept. 18, 
1830, to Louisa Meyers; was converted Sept., 
1834. In 1839 he removed to Richmond, Ky., 
and was licensed to preach at that place, and 
after serving the Church for several years as a 
local preacher, he joined the Kentucky Con- 
ference, at Flemingsburg, in 1848. He was 
sent the first year to Jackson Circuit, and in 
1849 to the Liberty Circuit. The Western 
Virginia Conference being organized in 1850, 
he became a member of that Conference, and 
traveled in it about fourteen years, on the fol- 
lowing circuits and District: Coalsmouth, Brax- 
ton, Summersville, and Leesburg Circuits, and 
Kanawha District. In 1865 he was trans- 
ferred to the Holston Conference by Bishop 
Early, and appointed to the Franklin District. 
In the autumn of 1865 lie was appointed to 
the Athens Circuit, where he traveled two 
years. In 1867 he was appointed to the Jones- 
boro Circuit, where he traveled two ypars, after 
which, in 1870, having been stricken with pa- 
ralysis, he was superannuated, which relation 
he sustained to the Conference until his death, 
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Aug 10, 1874. He calmly and meekly re- 
signed to his afflictions, and died in great 
peace, saying to his companions, “I am ready 
—I am going home.” 

Samuel B. Harwell.— Of the early life of 
this most excellent man we have no record. 
He was admitted into the Tennessee Confer- 
ence on trial in the year 1819, with David 
Adams, Thomas Maddin, and Robert — now 
Bishop — Paine. He was at that session of the 
Conference appointed to White Circuit, Nash- 
ville District. In 1820 he was in charge of the 
Wayne Circuit, Cumberland District. In 1821 
he was ordained deacon, and appointed in 
charge of the Nashville Circuit. In 1822 he 
traveled the Knox Circuit, and in 1823 the 
Tennessee Valley Circuit. The General Min- 
utes show that in 1824 he remained a deacon, 
hut no reference to his appointment. In 1825 
his name appears on the roll of the Holston 
Conference, and is left without any appoint- 
ment. In 1826 he returned to the local ranks. 
He was received hack into the traveling con- 
nection about the year 1846 — was appointed to 
the Maryville Circuit, where he traveled two 
years with great acceptability and usefulness. 
Soon after this time he was placed on the 
superannuated list, and sustained this relation 
to the Conference at the time of his death, 
which occurred Aug. 16, 1874, at his home 
in Roane co., Tenn. Samuel B. Harwell 
was a man of vigorous mind, familiar with the 
doctrines of the Bible, and unswerving in his 
devotion to the Church. As a preacher he 
was far above mediocrity. During a long life 
he maintained a consistent Christian character. 
He lingered long on the shores of mortality, 
afflicted with dropsy, of which he died. He 
was patient in suffering, unwavering in his 
trust on the merits of Jesus Christ, and de- 
parted in the blissful hope of eternal life.

Chambers Edgar Land was born, in Spar- 
tanburg, S. C., May 8, 1833, and died, in Mon- 
roe, N. C., Oct. 21, 1874, aged forty-one years, 
five months, and thirteen days. Pie made a 
profession of religion and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in Columbia, S. C., 
in 1857, under the ministry of the Rev. H. C. 
Parsons. He connected himself with the South 
Carolina Conference in 1858, and was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Paine, at Columbia, S. C., 
Dec. 16, 1860, and elder by Bishop Early, at 
Spartanburg, S. C., Dec. 14, 1862. He was 
an acceptable, effective, and useful itinerant 
minister for thirteen years, in the following 
appointments — viz.: 1859-60, Waccamaw Mis- 
sion; 1861, Black River Mission; 1862-3-4-5, 
Lancaster Circuit; 1866, on account of the un- 
settled state of the country, he was left with- 
out an appointment; 1867-8, Dallas Circuit; 
1869, Rock Spring Circuit; 1870-71, Pleasant 
Grove Circuit. He was transferred in the ter- 
ritory transferred from the South Carolina 
Conference by the General Conference of 1870, 
and remained in the North Carolina Confer- 
ence. In the summer of 1871 his health so 
far failed that he was compelled to desist from 
preaching, though he continued in charge of 
the circuit till the close of the year. He was 
placed on the superannuated list at the session 
of the Conference held at Charlotte in 1871. 
Soon after Conference he removed, with his 
family, to Monroe, where his health continued 
gradually to fail till the summer of 1872, when 
he was partially paralyzed, and continued al- 
most helpless, with his mental faculties seri- 
ously impaired, for about twelve months. He 
then gradually improved, physically and men- 
tally, for several months, and was able to take 



some out-door exercise, occasionally attended 
Church, and even attempted to perform some 
manual labor, though from the first attack he 
was never well in body nor sound in mind. 
Early in the spring of the present year his 
health again began to fail and his mind to give 
way, till his body was reduced to a skeleton, 
and his mind was almost a blank, for weeks 
and months previous to his death. With a 
frail frame, weak and sinking, with a clouded 
intellect, he lay remarkably quiet, almost as 
helpless and unconscious as an infant, but no 
murmur or complaint was ever heard to escape 
his lips. On account of the state of his mind 
he could leave no dying testimony. No doubt 
he is now reaping the reward of a good and 
faithful servant. His funeral - sermon was 
preached by his Presiding Elder, the Rev. J. 
S. Nelson, from Phil. i. 21, after which his 
mortal remains were consigned to the silence 
of the tomb, to await the resurrection of the 
just. He leaves a wife and six children, the 
most of them small, in quite a helpless condi- 
tion. They appeal silently, but eloquently, for 
comfort and support to the Church which he 
so faithfully and efficiently served.

Malcolm Yesuvius Wood, son of the Rev. 
Landy and Mrs. A. E. Wood, of the South 
Carolina Conference, was born, in Greenville, 
S. C., Feb. 12, 1846; was baptized by the Rev. 
John A. Porter, Rutherford, N. C., July, 
1848; was converted under his father’s minis- 
try and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in Lincolnton, N. C., April 27, 1856; 
was graduated at the Charleston Medical Col- 
lege March, 1867; was married to Miss Re- 
becca A. Yarn Dec. 31, 1868, and removed to 
Union co., Arlc.; in 1871 he returned to South 



Carolina, and located in Beaufort co., near 
where the village of Yarnsville now stands; 
was received on trial into the South Carolina 
Conference Dec., 1872. The first year he was 
assigned to Westfield Creek Mission, where he 
labored with remarkable success, and endeared 
himself to a large circle of friends. His sec- 
ond and last year he was assigned to Conwa}’- 
boro and Bucksville, where he labored with a 
popularity and success unprecedented in that 
work until he was stricken down by fever, sup- 
posed to have been induced by fatigue and ex- 
posure. Unable to provide a horse, he walked 
to his appointments, when he could not pro- 
cure conveyance. Domestic aflliction, the care 
of the Churches, lack of transportation in an 
enervating climate, taxed his feeble frame be- 
yond its power of endurance, and he fell a 
martyr to his work in Conwayboro, S. C., Aug. 
27, 1874. From his youth he was a thorough 
student. He avoided synoptical works and 
sought exhaustive ones. With becoming mod- 
esty, he was an independent thinker. He assidu- 
ously used all the means in his reach to improve 
and store his mind; even while in the army 
he continued his studies with systematic regard 
to the curriculum of Wofford College. The 
issue of the war forced him to abandon the 
idea of a collegiate training, but he did not 
consent to give up his noble aspirations. He 
turned his attention to the study of medicine, 
without a dollar to assist him; he succeeded. 
When yet the early dew of youth was upon 
his brow, he won golden opinions for his 
knowledge and skill in medicine and surgery. 
Called of God to preach the gospel, and con- 
vinced of the duty, he yielded all hope of 
earthly emolument without regret. From the 
first he was imbued with the missionary spirit. 
Only by the earnest entreaty of his mother, 
who sought the influence of Bishop Paine, was 
he deterred from going to a Western field; he, 
however, concluded to put himself at the dis- 
posal of the Missionary Board at the close of 
the present year. He possessed a moral mag- 
netism that was almost irresistible; he drew 
men to him, and molded their opinions, seem- 
ingly without an effort. A prominent gen- 
tleman said of him: : ‘He could make men 
willingly do more than any man I have ever 
known.” His piety was deep, his preaching 
clear and persuasive. He preached as one 
having authority — with the spirit of his Heav- 
enly Master. The closing scene of his bright 
and happy life was glorious. At times the 
room seemed to be flaming with the glory of 
the Divine presence, and even the most heavily 
smitten forgot to grieve, and burst forth in 
loud shouts of praise. Of this chastening of 
the Lord he said, “I am anxious he should 
consume the dross — all of it.” When asked if 
he was prepared for the worst that might be 
feared, he replied: “I suppose so. I have tried 
to examine my position ; as well as I can de- 
termine, it is all right. Jesus is all; he is all- 
sufficient.” On the morning of the day before 
his death he said to the physician, “ Doctor, 
tell me just where I am now.” The doctor 
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replied, “Brother Wood, it is my painful duty 
to inform you that you have but a short time 
to live.” “Then,” said he, “call my father 
and mother, that I may see them alone; after- 
ward, let me see my wife, my dear Anna, 
alone.” These interviews were short. The 
doctor, who was also a steward of the church, 
was recalled, and given minute instructions 
about the finances of the Church. He gave 
directions concerning his burial, and said, “I 
believe I am the first pastor to die here, and, 
if you please, I should like to be buried just 
behind the pulpit.” He then desired to see 
one of his brethren, and asked that he be sent 
for, and that he be requested to preach his 
funeral-sermon and lay his body away. He 
pronounced solemn and affectionate blessings 
upon his wife and children, each separately, 
“in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” He also earnestly 
invoked the Divine blessing upon his father, 
mother, and absent sister. While blessing his 
elder son, he prayed if it please the Lord to 
make him a minister of the gospel. He asked 
his wife, “What message shall I carry to An- 
nie Laurie (their little girl gone before) for 
you?” He sent messages to each of the 
Churches under his charge. He charged his 
father to say to his classmates in Conference: 
“Green has gone ahead; I am on the way, and 
shall soon be at home. Be faithful — make full 
proof of your ministry; meet me in heaven.” 
He began to sing, “How firm a foundation, ye 
saints of the Lord.” His voice failed on the 
second stanza. He then said,“0 sing to me 
of heaven.” He joyously assisted his father 
in singing, “Jesus, I love thy charming name,” 
dwelling with exultation upon the last stanza, 
“I’ll speak the honors of thy name.” With 
great rapture, assisted by Brother Walsh, he 
sang, “Nearer, my God, to thee.” A little 
later his father said he could add nothing to 
his comfort, as he was passing through the 
dark valley. He replied, “No, pa, it is not 
dark here; only the dim shadow of death lies 
across my pathway. The valley is all lit up 
with the presence of Jesus.” Gathering him- 
self up in bed, he exclaimed, in tones of tri- 
umph, “0 death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory? Thanks be unto God, 
who giveth me the victory, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” Observing that his hands and 
feet were growing colder, and his breathing 
more labored, he said, “1 am now entering the 
waters.” A little later, “The waters are to 
the ankles.” Still later, “Now it is knee-deep.” 
Another pause, “The water is deeper — to the 
loins, now.” Another pause, “There is light 
ahead, and Jesus is with me.” Another and 
longer pause, then in a whisper, “Nearer, 
my God, nearer.” Then suddenly, in an in- 
creasingly louder tone, “ Higher! Higher! 
HIGHER!” These words he evidently ex- 
pected to be his last, and so did his weeping 
friends; but he again rallied, and when some 
one suggested that he might recover, he said, 
“No, this is only the momentary glow of an 
expiring taper.” When he began to sink again 



he said, “I shall soon go now.” Settled down 
into a holy calm, with eyes fixed, he seemed 
lost to all around; but when asked, “Do you 
know the Lord Jesus Christ?” he promptly 
replied, “O yes; he is my Saviour.” His last 
articulation was to the ear of his mother, 
heard by others, also. She said, “ My son, my 
dear son, shall I never hear you speak again? 
Can you not say, ‘ Ma? ’ ” He responded, 
faintly, “Ma! Anna! Mu! Anna!” Mother 
and wife were the last earthly names pro- 
nounced, and he then passed over to the disem- 
bodied saints, who wait beyond the river. His 
body was laid away, amid the sincere grief of 
the community, in the rear of the pulpit of the 
church in Con way boro, S. C. 

Henry Bass Green, son of Glenn and 
Mary Green, was born, in Colleton co., S. C., in 
1844, of pious parents, who dedicated him to the 
Lord by baptism in his early infancy. He was 
remarkable for a kind and noble spirit from 
his early childhood to mature manhood. Truth, 
justice, and honor were prominent traits in his 
character through life, and were shown in all 
his intercourse and dealings with others. When 
the war came on, and his country was invaded, 
he felt, though a youth, that justice and honor 
required that he should bear his part in her 
defense. In accordance with this conviction, 
he joined the Confederate army at the age of 
about eighteen years, and passed through all 
the trials and hardships of camp-life without a 
blot upon his moral character. Such were his 
activity, fidelity, and endurance as a soldier, 
his adherence to right principles under the 
most trying circumstances, and his bearing to- 
ward his fellow-soldiers, that he endeared 
himself to all who knew him. After the war 
closed he entered upon mercantile life near 
Savannah, Ga. Such were his diligence and 
fairness in dealing, together with his kind and 
social spirit, that prosperity smiled upon him. 
He seemed evidently on the highway to wealth. 
At no great distance in the future arose before 
him encouraging prospects of wealth and hap- 
piness; but in all these he thought only of this 
world and the life that now is. At a meeting 
held at Salem Church, on the Walterboro Cir- 
cuit, in 1869, by Drs. Williams, Pierce, and 
others, he was awakened to see and feel that 
he was a sinner, guilty and condemned. Ho 
at once made up his mind to seek the Lord in 
the pardon of his sins, and, with characteristic 
earnestness and perseverance, he became a sin- 
cere penitent. A short time after this, near 
the home of his mother on Salkahatchee River, 
in the house of Brother William Hains, he 
found peace in believing. Immediately after 
his conversion he began to exert his influence 
for the conversion of others. He talked of 
Christ and his religion to all he came in con- 
tact with, held prayer-meetings, and exhorted 
sinners at all times and places to seek the 
Lord. He felt deeply impressed that it was 
his duty to preach the gospel; but, feeling in- 
competent and unworthy of so high a calling, 
he refused to yield, and lost his peace. In this 
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state of mind he continued for some weeks, 
greatly distressed. While riding on the cars 
on a certain day he became suddenly and aw- 
fully impressed that, unless he yielded at once 
and consented to preach the gospel, he would 
meet an untimely end and be lost. This sud- 
den impression threw him into the deepest 
agony of spirit. He prayed and wept as the 
train moved rapidly on. After riding several 
miles in this state of mind he yielded, and 
gave himself, soul and body, to the Lord, to do 
and suffer whatever the Lord might require of 
him. Having thus fully and unreservedly 
consecrated himself to the Lord, the burden 
was removed, and a feeling of joy unspeakable 
and full of glory filled his soul, and he went 
on rejoicing. He applied for license to preach, 
which was granted by the Third Quarterly 
Conference of the Walterboro Circuit, held at 
Mt. Carmel Camp-ground in Oct., 1869. Feel- 
ing himself now fully committed to the work 
of the ministry, and fearing his temporal busi- 
ness might prove a hinderance or a snare, he 
sold his possessions, that he might devote him- 
self entirely to the study of the Scriptures and 
the work of the ministry. In Dec., 1869, he 
was happily married to Miss Ellen Solomons, 
of Beaufort co., S. C., a most estimable woman, 
who, to him, was truly a helpmeet. In 1872 
he was employed by the Presiding Elder of the 
Charleston District as a supply on the Walter- 
boro Circuit, as a junior preacher. He entered 
upon the work in the spirit of the Master — 
full of zeal and the Holy Ghost. He did his 
work faithfully, acceptably, and successfully. 
In Dec., 1872, he was received on trial into the 
South Carolina Conference, and appointed 
junior on the Walterboro Circuit by special re- 
quest. During this Conference-year he studied 
hard, worked faithfully, and won many souls 
to Christ and many friends to himself. In 
Dec., 1873, he was reappointed to the Walter- 
boro Circuit, as junior preacher, at the earnest 
request of the officers and members of the cir- 
cuit. He entered in due time upon the labors 
of this Conference-year in excellent health, in 
the full vigor of manhood, and in the spirit of 
a man of God. As a student he applied him- 
self with all diligence to the study of the 
Scriptures and his course of studies for the 
year. Whenever he was not engaged in his 
ministerial work he was constantly engaged 
with his books. As a laborer he was ever 
about his Master’s work; the burden of souls 
was upon him. In the pulpit, in the family, 
by the wayside — everywhere — he was at work 
for the Master. He would alight from his 
horse and pray for sinners in the public road, 
in by-ways — anywhere. He visited from house 
to house, and inquired of all — parents, chil- 
dren, and company — as to their state in grace 
and hope of heaven. He professed entire 
sanctification, and urged all to seek earnestly 
the same blessing. In June his health began 
to fail. Though he was not able to preach, he 
was not thought to be dangerously ill. His 
physician thought a little rest and a little med- 
icine would soon restore him; but he continued 



to sink. His colleague visited him a few days 
before his death, and found him up, going 
about the house, and cheerful. He asked his 
colleague how long it would be before he could 
be at his work again; and when the opinion 
was expressed that his work was done, he 
smiled, and said: “Well, I am perfectly indif- 
ferent as to what the Lord may do with me; I 
am perfectly resigned to his will. If I live, I 
will work for him; if I die, I will go and live 
with him in heaven. There is not a cloud be- 
tween me and my God. I have often heard 
of dying regrets; I know nothing about them 
— I have none. From the time I was con- 
verted till now, I have done all I could do for 
the Lord, and done it as well as I knew how. 
As for my sins, they are all pardoned and gone, 
and I have nothing more to do with them; it 
is my business to leave them behind and press 
onward. No, sir, I have no dying regrets. 
When the memorial-service comes up at the 
next Conference the name of H. B. Green will 
be announced. Tell my brethren I fell at 
my post, with the harness on, and my face to 
the foe; meet me in heaven.” He sank rapidly. 
The day he died he suffered much. He gave 
directions to his wife and mother concerning 
his affairs and his burial. After his attendants 
had given him his last dose, which he swal- 
lowed with difficulty, as they were laying him 
down on his pillow, he said, “ Lord Jesus, re- 
ceive my spirit,” and expired, July 31, 1874. 
Thus passed away our beloved brother and 
fellow-laborer, Henry Bass Green, full of faith 
and the Holy Ghost. May our last end be in 
peace, like his! 

Claudius H. Pritchard, jr., son of the Rev. 
C. H. and Mrs. Mary B. Pritchard, was born, in 
Fayetteville, N. C., Aug. 23, 1850; joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Cam- 
den, S. C., in 1866; was licensed to preach 
while a student at Wofford College, in 1873, 
by the Quarterly Conference in Spartanburg; 
was admitted on trial in the South Carolina 
Conference in Dec., 1873, and appointed as 
junior preacher on Cokesbury Circuit. Ho 
equipped himself much after the olden style, 
and, with his whole heart in the work, was at 
his post a few days in advance of the first ap- 
pointment. He had not completed the first 
round on his circuit, when he was stricken 
with paralysis; and, after six days of intense 
suffering, he died at the house of his colleague, 
the Rev. S. P. H. El well, in Greenwood, S. C., 
Jan. 20, 1874, aged twenty-three years, four 
months, and twenty-seven days. His remains 
were carried by his parents to Greenville, and 
there interred. While successfully engaged in 
the practice of dentistry, for which he had pre- 
pared himself under the eminent Drs. Rey- 
nolds, of Columbia, Dr. Pritchard felt it his 
duty to enter the itinerancy. With character- 
istic promptitude, he turned from the promis- 
ing future of a skillful and respected dentist 
to embrace the probable toils and cares of the 
itinerant ministry. He very soon endeared 
himself to those whom he was appointed t*> 
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serve, and gave satisfactory evidences of ac- 
ceptability and usefulness. His early release 
from the Christian warfare is a providence 
hard to he understood, but one doubtless for 
which the ardent young soldier was prepared. 
The nature of his affliction prevented his talk- 
ing much. In great suffering he said, “If it 
were not for the help of the Lord I could not 
stand it.” “ What a blessed privilege is prayer !” 
When near his end, he said to his father and 
mother: “You have done much for me, and 
feel a great interest in me, but if my Heavenly 
Father had not done more for me it would be 
bad for me.” After he died there was found 
in his pocket a folded piece of paper with 
these words written: “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord, and he shall sustain thee.” To the 
sorrowing and burdened hearts these words 
seemed to be a message from the departed 
loved one, as well as from God. While there 
is great consolation in reflecting on his pure 
and devoted life, and in the assurance that he 
now sleeps in Jesus, the sudden removal of 
this young servant of God from a life of 
prospective usefulness in the world was a se- 
vere and unexpected blow on fond and hoping 
hearts. As the results of his early training, 
on the threshold of manhood he evinced a 
maturity of riper years. Among the promi- 
nent traits of his character were integrity and 
a marked devotion to whatsoever things are 
true and pure. The appearance, at times, of 
great frankness was but a sign of his abiding 
sympathy with, and jealousy for, the right and 
the good, in whatever association they might 
be found. He was warm and constant as a 
friend, and gained the affections of others as 
he was more fully known. It was the priv- 
ilege of comparatively few to know his worth 
before he was taken away; and, now that we 
see him no more, the recollections of dear 
“ Claud” are more precious even as we approx- 
imate the loss to us, but the gain to him. His 
memory is, to the hearts most sorely bereaved, 
what the Scriptures say of the death of the 
saints in the sight of the Lord — “precious.”

William B. McHan, a pure Christian and 
a devoted and useful minister of the gospel of 
Christ, departed this life and entered into his 
rest on Jan. 18, 1874, in the forty-sixth year 
of his age. But little is known of Brother 
McHan’s life, outside of his Conference his- 
tory, and during most of this he was the sub- 
ject of such deep afflictions that he was not 
able to leave on the records of earth that which 
it was in his heart and purpose to leave; but 
his record is in heaven, and perhaps the more 
glorious there, by virtue of his disappointed 
hopes here. He was born and reared in the 
State of North Carolina. From the best in- 
formation at our command, we judge his op- 
portunities for culture and improvement, in 
early life, were very limited. Taking into ac- 
count the meagerness of his early advantages, 
and the severe and protracted afflictions of his 
manhood years, the wonder is not that he did 
so little, but that he was able to accomplish so 
much. He was happily converted to God, and 
joined the M. E. Church, South, in Lumpkin 
co., Ga., in the year 1841. Not long after this, 
he was licensed to preach. He was admitted 
on trial into the Georgia Conference, at Au- 
gusta, Ga., in Jan., 1849. There is no record of 
his first appointment. In 1851, he w’as admit- 
ted into full connection, and ordained deacon. 
In 1853, he was ordained elder. For eleven 
years, except one or two years, or parts of 
years, when his health was extremely feeble, 
he traveled circuits and missions with great 
acceptability, and much usefulness. At the 
close of 1869, he was superannuated, on ac- 
count of his feeble health. He remained on 
the superannuated roll, except one or two 
years, until his death. It is difficult — yea, it is 
almost impossible — to form a proper estimate 



of the life and character of such .a man as 
Brother McHan. Without those shining tal- 
ents which attract the attention, excite the ad- 
miration, and win the applause of the world — 
dwelling in comparative obscurity, and being 
so much afflicted — his influence was much 
like certain undercurrents in the physical 
world, which are always felt but rare’y recog- 
nized. Although he had not shining talents, 
he had zeal and power. His heart was warm 
with love for his Master, and his 2eal for the 
cause of Christ was bounded only by his 
strength; yea, it went beyond his strength. 
He longed to be in the field with the armor 
on, waging incessant war with the adversary. 
His zeal for Christ and love for souls led him, 
at times, to believe that he was able to take an 
appointment, and he would therefore ask to 
be taken off the superannuated roll and made 
effective. It is not remembered, however, 
that he was ever clamorous in making this re- 
quest. When he made his request, and gave 
his reasons for it, there was an end of the mat- 
ter, so far as he was concerned. If his breth- 
ren differed from him, and continued him on 
the non-effective list, he did not impugn their 
motives, and become sour in spirit toward 
them, but cheerfully submitted to his lot, 
without murmur or complaint. He was genial 
and social in his intercourse with his fellow- 
men, particularly so with his brethren of the 
ministry. All the members of this Conference, 
and all other ministers who knew him, will 
readily call to mind the warm greetings and 
cordial welcomes of Brother McHan on all oc- 
casions when and where it was their fortune to 
meet him. He bore his many and severe af- 
flictions with becoming fortitude and submis- 
sion to the Divine will. In his sufferings, the 
grace of God was well-nigh, if not quite, as 
much magnified as in his labors. He passed 
under the rod with such humility, submission, 
patience, and confidence in God, that those 
who beheld him said, “See how God is glori- 
fied in the sufferings of his servant!” While 
as a preacher he was more zealous than gifted, 
he was one of that large class of preachers 
who accomplish as much by a warm heart, de- 
votion to duty, and zealous, untiring effort, as 
many of another class who possess superior 
gifts. His preaching was “good to the use of 
edifying, and ministered grace unto the hear- 
ers.” He delighted to preach Jesus, and feed 
on the word which he offered to others. Though 
he was for so long a time a superannuated 
preacher, he never failed, except through un- 
avoidable hinderance, to attend the annual ses- 
sions of the Conference. He always took a 
deep interest in the deliberations and labors of 
the Conference. Ever feeling a deep interest 
in the welfare of his brethren, he was ready to 
“ weep with those who wept, and to rejoice 
with those who rejoiced.” That Brother McHan 
was faultless, we dare not assert; but whatever 
his faults were, they were not such as marred 
either the beauty or force of his Christian and 
ministerial character. His piety was deep and 
constant. His love for the Church of Christ 
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was never-failing. Owing to severe family 
afflictions, he was not able to attend the last 
session of the Conference, hut his heart was 
there. About the close of the Conference, he 
was attacked with typhoid fever, with which 
he lingered about a month, and then fell on 
sleep, and was gathered unto his fathers, after 
giving repeated, and the most satisfactory, as- 
surances of his readiness to meet death. 

"William W. Griffin was born in Putnam 
co., Ga. When hut a small hoy, his widowed 
mother removed with him to De Kalb co., Ga., 
where he continued to reside until he was 
grown up to manhood. What were his ad- 
vantages in youth we have not been able to 
ascertain; this, however, is not material. Be- 
ing the eldest son of a widowed mother, on 
whom devolved the whole responsibility of 
training her children, it is very probable that in 
early life he learned much of the cares and 
duties of home life. In 1832, he was married 
to Miss A. C. Yeal, daughter of John Yeal, of 
De Kalb co., Ga., with whom he lived in holy, 
happy union for more than forty years. He 
was born of the Spirit at Rock Chapel, in De 
Kalb co., and united with the M. E. Church, in 
1838. His conversion was of that quick, clear, 
demonstrative type, much more common in 
those than in these days. Whether Brother 



years of his life. Eor a long while before his 
death he was confined to his room, and for a 
great portion of the time was entirely help- 
less. The death of his wife, some fifteen 
months before his own. fell heavily upon him. 
She had been his angel of mercy. She died 
suddenly, but grace sustained him in that sad 
hour. He rallied, and was spiritually cheerful 
and happy. Through all his painful afflictions 
he always spoke of himself as happy, and only 
waiting for the summons to depart and be at 
rest. On a few occasions he was carried, in a 
chair, to church; and it was perhaps on his 
last visit to the church that he sat in the altar 
and addressed the children of the Sabbath- 
school. Thus, when nearing his reward, and 
out of the midst of utter physical helplessness, 
did he obey that Divine command, “Feed my 
lambs.”

Griffin’s conversion had aught to do with his 
after experience or not, it matters but little; 
it is sufficient to know that that experience was 
bright, cheerful, and satisfactory, throughout 
most, if not the whole, of his Christian career. 
Having been called into the kingdom of God 
through faith in Christ, it was not the will of 
God that he should stop there. During the 
year 1839 he felt called of God to preach the 
gospel of Jesus to dying men. He obeyed the 
call — asked for authority to preach the word, 
which was granted him. Feeling convinced 
that he could be more useful as an itinerant 
than as a local preacher, he applied for, and 
obtained, admission into the Georgia Confer- 
ence in that same year, 1839. His first ap- 
pointment was in Liberty co., Ga. He soon 
became afflicted with rheumatism, from which 
he suffered until his death, although he con- 
tinued an active itinerant until 1862, when, for 
want of sufficient physical ability to do the 
work of an itinerant preacher, he superannu- 
ated. Most of his labors as a traveling preacher 
were performed in the bounds of the Florida 
Conference, which, up to the time of his super- 
annuation, embraced all of South Georgia. 
When South Georgia was retroceded to the 
Georgia Conference, he came with that terri- 
tory into the South Georgia Conference a su- 
perannuated preacher, and continued in that 
relation until his death, which occurred at

George Bright. 1. 

George Bright departed this life, in Key 
West, Fla., Sept. 20, 1874, in the sixty-second 
year of his age. It is to be regretted that we 
are not in possession of those facts connected 
with the life and labors of our lamented 
brother which are essential to the drawing of 
a suitable memoir. Brother Bright was a na- 
tive of Virginia. When a young man he re- 
moved to Georgia, and, having a fair academic 
education, devoted himself for several years to 
teaching. He was inducted into the ministry 
under the administration of the late John W. 
Glenn, his license bearing date Oct. 24, 1840. 
He joined the itinerancy in 1841, and, in the 
course of a few years, became a prominent 
member of his Conference. He occupied many 
and important fields of labor, chiefly in the 
upper part of Georgia, and, for a series of years, 
filled the responsible office of Presiding Elder 
with credit to himself and great usefulness to 
the Church. There was no interruption in his 
itinerant career, save one year, when, on ac- 
count of impaired health, he was compelled to 
rest. Some years since he was transferred to 
the Missouri Conference, then to the Louisiana, 
and, two years ago, to this. Last year (1873) 
he was in charge of Madison Circuit, and this 
year (1874) was stationed at Spark’s Chapel, 
Key West, where, at the post of duty, and in 
the active and faithful discharge of pastoral 
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and ministerial obligations be was smitten 
down by the hand of death. The Rev. Charles 
A. Fulwood writes: “On Monday night, Sept. 
14, 1874, about midnight, he was seized with a 
chill, followed by a high fever. The doctor 
was called in at once, and the next afternoon 
pronounced hitn very ill. I visited him daily. 
He remained much the same until Friday, 
when the symptoms became alarming; but, 
even then, we had strong hopes of a change 
for the better. Saturday A. M. he did not seem 
to be any worse, but in the afternoon the indi- 
cations all pointed to a fatal issue. Having been 
informed that he was worse, he requested that 
I should be sent for. I hastened to his bed- 
side, and found him in an extremely critical 
condition. Meanwhile, another physician had 
been summoned for consultation. I requested 
them to examine his condition carefully, and 
make out a prognosis. They did so, and in- 
formed mg that nothing more could be done, 
except to palliate his sufferings; that he might 
live twelve hours, but could not possibly sur- 
vive twenty-four. This information I broke as 
gently as possible to his grief-stricken daugh- 
ters; then, at their request, to him. He seemed 
not to be surprised or startled in the least, but 
calmly remarked, ‘Well, it is about as I ex- 
pected.’ After a protracted pause, he asked: 
‘How long do they (the physicians) think I 
will retain my faculties?’ I answered, ‘Only 
a few hours at the most, and if there is any thing 
on your mind of which you desire to speak, 
perhaps it would be best to do so at once.’ He 
immediately turned himself in bed, placed his 
hand in mine, and, looking me steadily in the 
face, said: ‘My brother, death is a solemn or- 
deal, but to those who rest by faith in Christ 
Jesus it hath no terrors. I have tried, to the 
best of my ability, to preach the gospel, for 
more than thirty years, agreeably to the theo- 
logical standards of our Church. I have not 
done so on the ground that consistency de- 
manded it of me as a Methodist preacher, but 
because the doctrines of the Methodist Church 
are, according to my understanding, the doc- 
trines of the Bible. These doctrines have suf- 
ficed for me to live by; they now suffice for me 



‘That is it, that is it; repeat it again!’ We 
repeated it a second and a third time, and then 
joined in prayer. Within an hour after he 
sank into an unconscious state, from which he 
never rallied. He lingered until near noon the 
following day, and then passed away without 
a struggle. On Monday he was buried, with 
suitable solemnities, in a plat of ground already 
rendered sacred to Methodism by the sleeping 
dust of Rivers, Sparks, and McCook.”

to die by. They support and brace me on 
every hand. I am content. I feel secure in 
Christ Jesus.’ Resting a few moments, he re- 
sumed: ‘You have known me for a long time. 
I have passed through many reverses during 
the latter years of my life, but I have been won- 
derfully sustained and comforted by Divine 
grace. I have made many crooked paths — 
erred in judgment often; but I have intended 
to do right, and I am assured that God accepts 
me for Christ’s sake.’ There was no excite- 
ment, no gush of joy, no rapture, no exultant 
triumph, but the calm passage of a soul into 
eternity, with a majestic composure which be- 
spoke thorough resignation and perfect con- 
fidence. Two hours later, just before his mind 
began to waver, he requested us to sing ‘Rock 
of Ages.’ After we had sung, he asked us to 
repeat the 23d Psalm. We did so, all present 
repeating it together. At the close, he said,

Isaac Spangler. 1. 
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Isaac Spangler, M.D., died in Tuskegee, 
Ala., April 23, 1874. Of the early life and la- 
bors of our deceased brother we know but lit- 
tle. We are, however, reliably informed that 
for many years he was a member of the Vir- 
ginia Conference of the Methodist Protestant 
Church; and that he was regarded by his Con- 
ference as one of its ablest and most efficient 
ministers. In the year 1854 he was transferred 
to the Alabama Conference of the same Church, 
and was stationed at Robinson Springs. This 
was, so far as we are informed, the last regular 
pastoral charge he ever served in that Church. 
From this time until 1869 he was engaged in 
various secular pursuits, but continued to 
preach and maintained a good character, both 
as a Christian and minister in his Church. At 
the session of the Montgomery Conference, 
held at Union Springs in 1869, he came prop- 
erly recommended from his own Conference, 
and was received as an elder into the traveling 
connection of the M. E. Church, South, and 
received the appointment of Sunday-school 
Agent. In 1871 and 1872 he traveled the 
Tuskegee Circuit, where he preached accept- 
ably and usefully. Many souls were converted 
under his ministry, and the Church greatly 
enlarged. At the Conference held in Eufaula 
in 1872, he was stationed at Uniontown, where 
he closed his active ministry. In this, his last 
field of labor, he was eminently fitted by special 
providence and grace for the sudden and sad 
attack that carried him slowly to the grave. 
His preaching at this place evinced, to those 
who knew him best, a depth of spiritual life 
never before exhibited by him in this country. 
For about four months "he did his work well, 
and had promise of the most successful year of 
his ministerial life. His congregation was not 
only pleased, but delighted and edified. On 
the fourth Sabbath -in April he preached with 
unusual unction and power, and at night com- 
menced the regular service, but was suddenly 
and violently attacked with paralysis while 
preaching to a large and attentive congrega- 
tion. This attack closed his ministry — he 
never recovered, but lingered on for nearly a 
whole year. At the ensuing Conference, held 
in Selma last year, he was placed upon the su- 
perannuated list, and soon after Conference re- 
moved to Tuskegee, where he died. His death, 
though long expected, was, after all, very sud- 
den. After holding appropriate religious wor- 
ship with his children, he retired in his usual 
health, with no apparent symptoms of any 
change in his condition. At twelve o’clock the 
messenger came; his children heard him strug- 
gling, and arose to find him in the arms of 
death. He attempted to raise himself from 
his bed, but fell back upon his pillow, and in 
a moment passed away. Truly, it may be said 
of him: 

The voice at midnight came— 

He started up, to hear ; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame — 

He fell, but felt no fear.

Leroy Massengale died, at his residence 
in Noxubee co., Miss., Feb. 9, 1874, at three 
o’clock p.m., in his sixty-eighth year. He was 
converted to God in his boyhood, and entered 
the traveling connection of the Methodist 
Church in the Mississippi Conference in 1825, 
before the setting off of the Alabama Confer- 
ence as a separate body, being then in his nine- 
teenth year. He was ordained a deacon in 
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1827, and an elder in 1829. "When the Ala- 
bama Conference was organized lie became a 
member of that body, and labored in his office 
faithfully and acceptably until the session of 
1849, when he asked and received a transfer to 
the Mississippi Conference; but on going to 
Conference he found it expedient not to pre- 
sent his transfer, and at the next session of 
the Alabama Conference he returned and re- 
sumed labor in that body, and continued in 
said Conference until the organization of the 
North Mississippi Conference, of which he be- 
came a member by virtue of his field of labor 
being within the limits of this Conference at 
the time of the organization. Our beloved 
Brother Massengale was a self-made man, hav- 
| ing had but few, if any, advantages in his 

youth. He was possessed of strong natural 
powers of mind. He had strong faith in God; 
he rejoiced much in this grace, and was a man 
of great power in prayer. He had clear views 
of his great work as a minister, and was a 
forceful expounder of the gospel of Christ. 
He was emphatically an honest man and true, 

; never taking any shape or even semblance of 

disguise in any of the relations or transactions 
of life. He truly fought a good fight, and kept 
the faith. He finished his course on earth with 
the respect and love of his Church, and the full 
confidence of all the people in the sincerity 
and purity of his character as a Christian and 
minister. On the morning of Feb. 7, while in 
the act of packing his clothing and books in 
!; his saddle-bags, preparatory to leaving home 

for his appointment, he was suddenly struck 
down with apoplexy. He fell from liis chair 
with his Bible in his hand. He was taken up 
by his son and the servants of the house, and 
laid on his bed. He never spoke or showed 
signs of returning consciousness again. He 
pronounced no note of victory ftr of triumph 
in the last hour, but he fell at his post, full of 
years and honors, leaving us to mourn our loss. 
Having run the race of Christian and ministe- 
rial life lawfully and to the end, we are assured 
he has obtained the prize and has entered into 
life — eternal life. As his brethren in the min- 
! istry, we will ever keep in sacred remembrance 

his virtues and his usefulness, and fondly 
cherish the hope of a glorious reunion with 
! . him in heaven. 

Nathanael Thomas was born, in Wake 
co., N. C., in 1814. In his infancy his parents 
died, and he was brought up by his aunt, near 
Louisburg, N. C. Being instructed in the 
principles of Christianity, he professed faith 
in Christ his Saviour when yet a boy. He be- 
came exhorter and local preacher while young, 
and was employed as a supply on several cir- 
cuits till about the year 1839, when be was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Virginia Conference. 
He was full of zeal and the Holy Ghost, and 
wonderful success attended his labors. Brother 
Thomas enjoyed to the highest degree the con- 
fidence of his brethren of the Conference, as 
is evident in the fact of his having occupied 
very responsible positions in the various ca- 
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pacities of junior preacher, preacher in charge 
of many of the best circuits, and agent to pro- 
mote the interests of literary institutions. As 
a man, he was characterized by many peculiar- 
ities; as a Christian, he was of blameless life, 
and full of religious fervor; as a preacher, he 
generally evinced no great ability as an ex- 
pounder of God’s word, but was striking, bold, 
incisive, forceful, and at times attractively elo- 
quent. There was about his pulpit and altar 
services a winsomeness, amidst all his peculi- 
arities — a magic influence, which won the 
hearts of the people of all classes, and secured 
him great success. We have daia that will 
show that during his ministerial life no less 
than fourteen thousand persons were united 
with the Church by his instrumentality. He 
finished his course, at his residence in Lowndes 
co., Miss., Jan. 4, 1874. His end was full of 
resignation and peace, and he rests from his 
labors. 

Robert Martin died, at his residence in 
Water Valley, Miss., Dec. 29, 1873, aged about 
fifty-five years. He was licensed to preach in 
1841, and joined the traveling connection in 
the Memphis Conference, M. E. Church, in 
the year 1842. He was meek and self-distrust- 
ing, and scrupulously conscientious in the dis- 
charge of every duty as a Christian and min- 
ister; instant in season and out of season, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord. 
Purity of heart and of life was the great goal 
of his ambition. His social intercourse and 
pastoral work were marked by gentleness and 
love. His pulpit deliverances abounded in the 
pathetic; the tender mercies of God in Christ 
Jesus and the beautiful graces of the Holy 
Spirit were his constant and favorite themes. 
The love of God beamed from every feature of 
his face, and the eloquence of tears added per- 
suasive power to his sermons. He exhorted 
and reproved with all long-suffering and doc- 
trine; he allowed no man to despise him in 
the discharge of the duties of his high and 
holy office. Brother Martin was especially 
fond of the service of song, and his soul 
seemed always attuned to the music of heaven. 
He compiled and published a valuable volume 
of songs and hymns, suited to the family and 
social worship of the Church, entitled “Sacred 
Gems,” which has obtained a wide circulation, 
and met with much favor from the Christian 
public. He was an effective traveling preacher 
from the time of his reception into the Mem- 
phis Conference to the year 1869. This year 
he was stricken with paralysis, which com- 
pletely disabled him to the time of his death. 
But even during these years of physical and 
mental wreck, the religion of Jesus shone 
beautifully and attractively in his daily life; 
and his speech, though broken and stammer- 
ing, praised and honored the God he loved. 
His death was peaceful and triumphant. Our 
brother will preach, and pray, and sing, and re- 
joice with us no more on earth; but his puri- 
fied spirit has gone on before us, and has joined 
the grand multitude of the redeemed, and his 
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voice, unfaltering and unbroken, in all its 
wonted softness and euphony, is now added to 
theirs, and he is with them engaged in praising 
God on high, saying with them: “Alleluia, for 
the Lord God omnipotent reigneth.” The re- 
moval of our Brother Robert Martin from our 
association must fill us with sorrow, hut we 
will cherish the memory of his life and labors 
with holy pleasure and delight, until we all 
corpe to meet him in our Fathers house above. 

Elias Jackson was horn, in Madison co., 
Tenn., March 5, 1826. He embraced religion 
in his youth, and joined the Methodist Church. 
He was admitted on trial into the Memphis Con- 
ference in 1848, and was appointed junior 
preacher on the Jacinto Circuit, and was sub- 
sequently placed in charge, his colleague dying 
early in the year. Though inexperienced, he 
did good work — his labors were blessed of God. 
He was admitted into full connection in 1850, 
when, also, he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Capers; ordained elder in 1852 by Bishop An- 
drew. He was always effective, and filled 
acceptably quite a number of prominent ap- 
pointments. When the Memphis Conference 
divided, in 1870, he became a member of the 
North Mississippi Conference; but in the au- 
tumn of that year he was transferred to the 
White River Conference, and appointed to the 
Helena Circuit. He was re-transferred to the 
North Mississippi Conference in 1871, and for 
two years in succession he traveled the Cor- 
nersville Circuit. In the autumn of 1873 he 
was appointed to Water Valley Station. He 
preached his last sermon in this station on 
Sunday, Feb. 15, from Daniel vi. 20. That 
night lie was attacked with meningitis, and for 
two weeks suffered the most intense pain, but 
was resigned and patient, and conversed freely 
with his brethren and his loved ones of his 
resignation to the will of God, and of his 
hopes of heaven. With great earnestness and 
emphasis he remarked, to a Christian brother 
at his bedside, “I would not give one glimpse 
of the cross of Christ for ten thousand such

four o’clock, March 2, 1874. Our Brother 
Jackson was a man of sound mind and good 
heart, a student of the Holy Scriptures and 
good hooks, and well instructed in the sublime 
doctrines and holy duties of the religion of 
Christ. He was a ready, fluent, logical, ear- 
nest, and often eloquent preacher, a conscien- 
tious and successful laborer in the Master’s 
vineyard, a warm friend, a devoted husband 
and father, and an upright neighbor and citi- 
zen. His family, the Church of God, and the 
country, have suffered a great loss in his death. 
His life of faith in Christ, and of noble well- 
doing on earth, will shine beautifully on and 
ever through the coming ages.

Benjamin H. Bishop was born, in Christian 
co., Ky., Dec. 6, 1832. In 1845 he removed 
with his parents. Joseph and Elizabeth Bishop, 
to Ballard co., Ky., where he remained till he 
came to the age of manhood. His parents 
were members of the Methodist Church, and 
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noted for piety. His religious impressions 
were received in childhood, and at an early 
age he professed religion, and took upon him- 
self the vows of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. While a youth, he felt it to 
he his duty to preach the gospel. He, how- 
ever, struggled against this conviction until 
the year 1853, when he was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of Lovelaceville 
Circuit — W. H. Leigh, Presiding Elder. He 
was admitted on trial into the Memphis Con- 
ference the same year, and appointed to the 
Clinton Circuit. In 1855 he was appointed to 
Jersey Station, Paducah. Nov. 18 of that 
year he was ordained deacon, by Bishop Kava- 
naugh. In 1856 he traveled the Dyersburg 
Circuit with the Rev. John Randle; in 1857, 
the Madrid Bend Circuit; in 1858 he was sta- 
tioned at Dresden, Tenn., and ordained elder, 
Nov. 14, by Bishop Paine. In 1859 he trav- 
eled the Fulton Circuit. In I860 he was sta- 
tioned at Columbus, Ky.; in 1861, at Paris, 
Tenn.; in 1862, at Brownsville. Then his 
health failed, and, as the country was overrun 
with armies, he was granted a supernumerary 
relation at his own request. He continued in 
this relation five years, residing in the city of 
Brownsville, where, to this day, his name is 
embalmed in the memory of many dear friends. 
In 1868 he was appointed to Humboldt and 
Milan Station, but the work was too heavy. 
He toiled through with much difficulty. Weary 
and sick, and, wo may add, discouraged, he 
moved to the home of his boyhood, where he 
enjoyed a small patrimony left him by his 
father, expecting soon to enter upon his re- 
ward; but his strength returned in a measure, 
and at the solicitation of many friends, he was 
appointed, in the autumn of 1871, to the Bland- 
ville Circuit. Here he continued in charge till 
the day of his death, which took place April 25, 
1874, in the forty-second year of his age, and 
the twenty-first year of his ministry. Brother 
Bishop was a man of medium stature and frail 
constitution, but was of sound mind and cheer- 
ful disposition. He never murmured at his 
infirmities, but endured them with patience, 
and contributed to the life and joy of every 
company where he was. Some thought him a 
little eccentric; but his eccentricities, if such 
they may be called, were slight, and by no 
means objectionable in his character. As a 
preacher he deserved, and always received, the 
commendations of his brethren. He was par- 
ticularly fond of the doctrines of the Church. 
He had nothing to do with speculations or 
doubtful theories; his discourses were made up 
of the great principles of redemption. System- 
atic, plain, often pathetic, he was a useful 
and acceptable minister of the gospel wherever 
he went. But, above all, he was admired for 
his integrity and great moral worth. As said 
above, he was pious from his childhood; as he 
advanced in life he became more and more 
established in the love of God. Religion was 
a subject of constant meditation and frequent 
conversation with him. Among men, he lived 
away above reproach, and his own domestic 



circle was made cheerful and happy by daily 
religious habits. His last illness was protracted 
and painful. He approached the grave slowly, 
but calmly and peacefully. True, the care of 
his devoted wife, who had watched and waited 
through many a weary midnight, and of his 
dear little boy, weighed heavily upon his mind; 
but he confidently committed this precious 
trust to his Heavenly Father, and, having whis- 
pered a few parting blessings upon them all, 
gently fell on sleep, and is no more. 

William D. Scott, son of Robert and Eliz- 
abeth Scott, was born, in Mecklenburg co., Va., 
in Feb., 1808. He was blessed with early edu- 
cational advantages, which, constituted the 
foundation of a life marked with great useful- 
ness. On March 2, 1830, he graduated at the 
Medical University of Philadelphia, and shortly 
after immigrated to Dyer co., Tenn. In 1832 
he removed to Trenton, Gibson co., where he 
established himself in a large and lucrative 
practice, and in 1835 was happily married to 
Miss Amanda G. Gilchrist. It was mainly 
through her prayers and holy influence that he 
was converted and led to the cross in the re- 
mission of his sins. Simultaneously with his 
conversion was his call to the ministry. His 
record is as follows-: Licensed to exhort by T. 
J. Neely, July 28, 1840; licensed to preach by 
George W. D. Harris, on Trenton Circuit, 
Aug. 15, 1840; admitted into the traveling con- 
nection, in Trenton, in 1841; ordained deacon 
by Bishop Andrew, at Holly Springs, Miss., 
Nov. 6, 1842; ordained elder by Bishop E. S. 
Janes, at Somerville, Tenn., Nov. 25, 1844. He 
was appointed to Trenton Circuit after his ad- 
mission in 1840; Dresden Circuit in 1841; 
Brownsville Circuit in 1842; and in 1843 to 
the Trenton African Mission. In 1845 his 
health failed, and he was placed in a superan- 
nuated relation, after which he removed to 
Shelby co., Tenn., where he remained until 
1848, when he moved back to his former resi- 
dence, in Gibson co., in May, 1849. In 1850 
he was reported effective, and appointed to 
the Dresden Circuit; in 1851 to the Trenton 
Circuit, where his health again failed. At the 
ensuing Conference he was once more placed 
in the superannuated relation, and there con- 
tinued until his death, Oct. 3, 1874. In his 
marriage relations he was especially blessed. 
He had the misfortune to lose his first wife 
soon after entering upon his ministry. In 
1843 he was married to Mrs. Eliza Jane Greene, 
daughter of the Rev. John Henning, in whose 
happy companionship he was allowed to re- 
main only a few years. After her death he 
was married to Miss L. E. Webb, daughter of 
Wm. T. Webb, who was spared to him as 
a loving and devoted wife until the day of his 
death. He leaves behind two sons and one 
daughter, worthy children of a noble father. 
It was in the spirit of self-sacrifice that our 
Brother William D. Scott deliberately re- 
nounced the worldly gains of a profession in 
which he had become eminent to take upon 
himself the privation and labor of an itinerant 
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minister. In the change he was not only blessed, 
but made a blessing. Highly gifted, his preach- 
ing was penetrating and powerful, unctuous 
and earnest, and at times irresistible. Though 
much interrupted by ill health, his heart was 
in his work, as evinced by his energy and 
promptness in doing the labors of a traveling 
preacher. Combining the elements of a well- 
balanced character, he exerted always an influ- 
ence for good that was not only impressive, 
but weighty. If there were any characteristics 
more prominent than others, the} 7 were thd force 
of his will, the power of his faith, and the 
depth of his charity. From them he gathered 
decision and progression in the purposes of 
life, strong moral courage in opposing evil, 
and a liberal and generous heart for the enter- 
prises of the Church and the claims of a needy 
and suffering humanity. It was the harmoni- 
ous combination of these elements that made 
his character, both in public and private life, 
not only beautiful, but attractive. The loss 
of such a man is a great affliction to the Church 
and the world. "We record here, as a part of his 
history, that he bequeathed a hundred acres of 
land, each, to the Vanderbilt University and 
the Indian Mission Conference. In this he 
evinced his unfailing love for the Church 
which he could no longer serve. 

Henry Bell was born, in North Carolina, 
Feb. 28, 1799. When about eighteen years of . 
age he came to Tennessee, and on March 18, 
1819, was married to Elizabeth Taylor. Al- 
though converted in early life, he did not con- 
nect himself with the Church until he was about 
thirty-five years of age. An exalted estimate 
of the duties and obligations of the Christian 
ministry caused him to shrink for years from 
assuming its obligations. Although deeply 
impressed with the conviction that it was his 
duty to preach the gospel, he struggled against 
it. So high was his standard of ministerial 
duty and fitness, and so modest his estimate of 
his own ability, that to him it seemed too great 
an undertaking. Such a state of mind neces- 
sarily interfered with his religious enjoyment. 
Having at last gained his own consent to enter 
on this great work, he was licensed to preach 
by John M. Holland, at Bussell’s Church, 
Purdy Circuit, in 1841. For eleven years he 
remained in the local ranks, though not idle. 
Zealous and laborious, he was useful and ac- 
ceptable wherever he preached. A part of the 
time he was employed by the Presiding Elder 
as a supply. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Andrew, at Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 29,. 
1846; joined the Memphis Annual Conference 
in 1852, and was ordained elder by Bishop 
Early, at Jackson, Tenn., Oct. 19, 1856. He 
received the following appointments — viz.: In 
1852, Decaturville Circuit; 1853. Lexington; 
1854-5, Paris Circuit; 1856-7, Decaturville; 
1858, La Grange Colored Mission; 1859, By- 
halia; 1860, Rock Spring. At the Conference 
of 1861 he was granted a supernumerary rela- 
tion, but in 1862-3 was appointed to Monte- 
zuma Circuit. From 1864 to 1867 he held a 



supernumerary relation. In 1867 he was Ap- 
pointed to Huntingdon Circuit, and in 1868 he 
became supernumerary again. In 1869 he was 
granted a supernumerary relation, in which 
he continued until the time of his death. This 
sad event occurred at his residence in Henry 
co., Tenn., July 26, 1874. Spared beyond the 
limit of three-score years and ten, he spent 
more than an ordinary life-time in the service 
of the Master, and thirty-three years of that 
life-time in the work of the ministry. Asa 
preacher he was plain, practical, and forcible. 
His early educational advantages were limited, 
but he made himself familiar with the standard 
works of the Church, and loved her doctrines 
and discipline. Above all, he loved the Bible, 
and stored his mind with its sacred truths. 
Believing the truth of the gospel, and feeling 
its power in his own soul, he preached with 
unction, and was successful in winning sinners 
to Christ. As a Christian his character was 
unsullied. He had acquired the wisdom which 
is pure, peaceable, gentle, and easy to be en- 
treated. Decided in character, sound in judg- 
ment, conscientious in the discharge of every 
known duty, and charitable toward all men, 
he was greatly beloved. Nor was his religion 
of the kind that is manifested only to the pub- 
lic; in the bosom of his own family he did not 
fail to let his light shine. He died, as he lived, 
a good man. During his last illness he was 
happy in anticipation of a glorious future. To 
one who was with him in his dying-hour he 
expressed himself clearly and emphatically in 
regard to his prospects of eternal life, and the 
value of the gospel he had so long preached.

Fountain Elliott Pitts was horn, in 
Georgetown, Ky., July 4, 1808. His grand- 
father Pitts and his grandfather Craig were 
both distinguished Baptist preachers. His 
parents died while he was quite young; but 
being well connected in life, his relatives took 
charge of young Fountain, and he was favored 
with a good education for his day, and at an 
early age he gave signs of more than ordinary 
promise. He was a subject of converting 
grace, and connected himself with the Church, 
in his twelfth year; and when about sixteen 
years old he was licensed to preach, and admit- 
ted on trial into the Kentucky Conference in the 
autumn of 1824, and ordained deacon at Rus- 
sellville, by Bishop Roberts, in 1826, and or- 
dained elder at Slielbyville, by Bishop Soule, 
1828, and that autumn became a member of 
the Tennessee Conference. In 1835 he went 
as a missionary to South America. It is not 
necessary in this notice to follow him through 
the various appointments through which he 
passed. He was missionary, circuit preacher, 
stationed preacher, and Presiding Elder. He 
married while young, and, with growing fam- 
ily on his hands, he had to contend with the 
difficulties common to preachers like-situated 
in those times, which was heavy work and 
light pay; and in his life of labor and priva- 
tion he belonged to the heroic age of the 
Church. Brother Pitts was hv nature richly 
endowed. He was a little below medium size, 
fair skin, light hair, and blue eyes, and, when 
young, was regarded as rather handsome. His 
temperament was sanguine, always hopeful. 
His head was large, and his intellectual pow- 
ers, in many respects, were of the highest or- 
der, and he was much gifted as a speaker. His 
voice was full, clear, and musical; his enunci- 
ation distinct; his manner was deliberate, 
grave, solemn, and impressive; his language 
was well suited always to his subject. • He 
knew the way not only to the heads, but to the 
hearts of his hearers, which gave him extra- 
ordinary power to control and, at will', to move 
the multitude. He preached generally without 
a manuscript, or even note; but by long prac- 
tice, a retentive memory, and well-balanced 
mind, he was seldom at fault in his style. He 
understood the doctrines of the Church, and 
faithfully did he defend them; and, although 
his mind w,as of a poetical cast, with a rich 
fancy and brilliant imagination, yet he was 
never carried off into extreme views or doubt- 



ful theories, but was always sound in doctrine, 
He was, at one period of his life, one of the . 
most powerful field-preachers. A camp-meet- 
ing especially seemed to inspire him — there he 
showed the full measure of his strength. He 
preached generally for immediate effect, and 
was wonderfully successful in securing the 
fruits of his labor. He sang well. "When in 
his prime he preferred a solo, and sang to ef- 
fect, consulting his own ear and taste rather 
than science in singing. jHe was powerful in 
prayer and exhortation, and labored with great 
success in the altar. He loved his work — all 
parts of it — and was never idle. A dull, dry 
meeting rendered him unhappy, and some- 
times seemingly impatient; but when the ark 
moved forward he was happy. He was a man 
of large heart and full of sympathy, entering 
into the joys and sorrows of all about him. 
He was devoted to his friends, and decidedly 
a man of peace. And so strong were his sym- 
pathies and large hope, with a confiding nat- 
ure, that caution seemed to be overwhelmed, 
so that as a business-man in worldly matters 
he was too sanguine for a safe trader. But as 
he grew old his thoughts turned almost en- 
tirely on spiritual things, and he became more 
and more devoted to the interest of the Church, 
while his conversation was almost entirely of 
the Church, and the things of God, and the sal- 
vation of his soul, and all his powers were em- 
ployed in serving the Church, preaching fre- 
quently two or three times a day. On the last 
Sabbath he spent on earth he preached twice. 
His last sermon was preached in Slielbyville, 
Ky., at night. On the next morning he re- 
turned to Louisville, and took his place in the 
General Conference, of which he was a mem- 
ber. In the evening he went to Mr. E. D. 
liobb’s, a relative of his, some twelve miles 
from the city, and for two or three days was 
complaining of a slight indisposition, and at 
length suddenly grew worse; and on May 12, 
1874. he fell asleep in the arms of his Saviour. 
Dr. McFerrin, when by his side, sang a few 
verses of the old song, “How firm a founda- 
tion, ye saints of the Lord.” At the close of 
the second verse he said, “That’s true! ” He 
then said, “He that helieveth in the Lord Je- 
sus Christ hath eternal life” — and, repeating 
the words “eternal life” several times, died 
with the words “eternal life” on his lips. His 
body was brought to Louisville and taken to 
"Walnut Street Church, and the members of 
the Conference in a body came together to pay 
respect to his memory, while Bishop Paine and 
Dr. McFerrin made appropriate and touching 
remarks, and wide-spread and general was the 
feeling produced. His body was then trans- 
ferred to McKendree Church, Kashville, Tenn., 
Avhere all the preachers of the city and neigh- 
borhood, with a vast multitude of his old friends 
and acquaintances, came together, and, with 
suitable service, consigned him to his last rest- 
ing-place. His life was a success. He won 
many souls for Christ, finished his work in 
triumph, and has gone to his reward. May 
God bless those who are left behind!

Tennessee Conference , 1874 . 



Thomas Maddin was born, in Philadelphia, 
Pa., Feb. 13, 1796. His father was a Roman 
Catholic by birth and education, and required 
him to attend the services of that Church; he 
went to confession, and, according to the pre- 
scribed formula, was admitted to the Eucha- 
rist. The imposing ritual impressed and fasci- 
nated his heart, and he became a daily attendant 
upon the celebration of the mass. This turned 
attention to the devout lad, and he was desired 
to take up a course of study and discipline 
looking to the “priesthood.” After going to 
business in the city, he drifted from his relig- 
ious associations and duties. He fell among 
wicked companions, whose influence was so 
great for evil that he always counted it a great 
mercy of God’s restraining grace that he es- 
caped ruin. He says, in his own poetic style 
of description, “My frail bark was tossed upon 
a stormy sea, and in imminent danger of being 
wrecked amidst the quicksands of vice — noth- 
ing around to help, but much to hinder, relig- 
ious cultivation.” From this period God gra- 
ciously made a way of escape. It was a 
turning-point, and connected with the greatest 
event of his life, and the story will be given in 
his own words: “By a good providence my 
companionship was changed, and good men 
became my daily associates. I heard their 
conversation, I noticed their deportment, I 
was impressed with their pure morality, their 
uniform piety, their love for the means of 
grace. By degrees I yielded to their solici- 
tude for my salvation, and was induced so far 
to violate my Roman Catholic prejudice as to 
go to a Methodist class-meeting, and I was 
very favorably impressed with what I there 
saw and heard. After attending Sunday- 
meeting I was led to the altar "of prayer, 
where, through infinite mercy, I found the 
pardon of my sins, and was most powerfully 
converted. This event settled the question of 
Churches. My triumphant spirit, raised to the 
highest point of confidence and comfort, let go 
all pretensions to the Romish Church, and 
willingly gave up all I had hoped in it or 
from it, and at all hazards took upon myself 
the reproach, contempt, and persecution con- 
sequent on my conversion, that soon came 
flooding over me, for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord/ In this 
greatest event of my life there was nothing so 
powerfully governing my decision as the love 
of God shed abroad in my heart by the Holy 
Ghost given unto me. The religion of form 
was easily given up for the religion of power, 
a religion of show for a religion of spirit and 
life.” From that time, he says, his strong at- 
tachment to the Church of his father ceased, 
and he never felt the least desire to return — 
that he took a farewell without regret, and 
forever. The event could not be without effect 
» upon the family. His father could not be rec- 
onciled, and demanded a renunciation, which 
the young convert could not make. Here was 
a test. Jesus had said: “He that loveth father 
and mother more than me is not worthy of 
me.” And his father cast him out. Not so 



his mother. She had been brought up among 
the Friends (Quakers), and had never attached 
herself to any Church. Shq soon began to at- 
tend Methodist meetings, and was converted 
and joined the Church, and for forty years wa* 
ft zealous member, walking in the light, and 
triumphantly departed to her home in heaven. 
Two of her daughters followed in her foot- 
steps, renounced their connection with the 
Roman Catholic Church, and remained con- 
sistent members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The rest of the family, with few ex- 
ceptions, gave up their Roman Catholic pro- 
clivities. His call to the ministry was pecul- 
iar. His loving soul longed to do good to the 
souls of others, and there was little more to be 
done for him than to open his mouth. Hear 
his experience: “From my conversion I was 
filled with the desire to do good by persuading 
others to seek religion. I had obtained a great 
blessing, and I wanted others to share in a like 
favor. This impulse of early piety moved me 
to unite with those who were actively employed 
in public worship. Soon 1 was called upon to 
lead in prayer in our private prayer-meetings, 
and then to exhort, and then in more public 
places in different parts of the city; and so, 
without expecting or even thinking of ever 
being a preacher, I often found myself before 
the people talking about experimental relig- 
ion.” At the age of twenty-one he started 
“West.” He set out on foot and traveled to 
Pittsburgh/three hundred miles. Here he re- 
cords another epoch in his history: “I was 
introduced to a local preacher, who asked me 
to preach for him, a few miles from the city, 
on the next daj T , Sabbath. Astonished at such 
an invitation, I told him frankly that I was no 
preacher, not even an exhorter. He replied: 
‘Sir, I know it — I know all about you; you 
must preach for me to-morrow.’ W e crossed 
the Monongahela, walked two miles to the 
church, and lo, I took the pulpit and tried to 
preach. Here the scales fell from my eyes, 
and for the first time 1 felt the Spirit of Goil 
was upon me, as with a divine anointing. 
This I looked upon as approving my course. 
Our meeting was blessed of God for good. 
Often in my previous efforts clouds of gloom 
hung their somber curtains about my mind, 
and though sometimes cheered by my success, 
yet I was often discouraged, and feared to 
venture to speak again in public; but on that 
Sabbath all gloom fled from my mind, and 
never returned again. Still I dfd not enter- 
tain the idea of being a preacher, nor did I 
make an effort to obtain permission even to 
exhort. But here I was turned into a new 
man. Was it intended that I should leave 
the city of Philadelphia, where there was a 
full supply, and find a field of labor in the 
South, where the laborers were but few? 
Standing upon the promontories of the Alle- 
ghanies, that overlooked the vast Valley of 
the Mississippi, fields of enterprise called for 
the activities of the young, as well in the de- 
partment of religion as in any other. The in- 
spiration of the subject was grand, glorious, 
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and desirable, even to my young thoughts.” 
With three young friends, he bought a skiff 
at Pittsburgh, and started down the Ohio for 
the Falls (Louisville), seven hundred and fifty 
miles away. His Church-letter introduced him 
to God’s people, and he was soon exhorting in 
answer to calls from every quarter. He says: 
“I remonstrated against the wishes of friends 
to receive license to preach, only asking for the 
privilege of holding meetings for those who 
kindly invited me to do so, not expecting ever 
to take the high position of a preacher of the 
gospel, for which I did not 'think I was at all 
qualified. Occupying this strange position, I 
was an enigma to myself, delighting in trying 
to preach, and yet resisting all the wishes of 
my friends to accept of license to preach. In 
the autumn of 1818, at the solicitation of the 
venerable James Ward, I consented that he 
should present my name to the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Jefferson Circuit, then in session, as 
a candidate for the ministry. I was accepted 
and licensed to preach. Mr. Ward now said, 
‘Tommy, -would you not like to travel?’ I 
replied, ‘You have made me a preacher; you 
can do what you please now.’ I was recom- 
mended as a suitable person to be received into 
the Tennessee Annual Conference on trial. I 
was received, and appointed to the Stone’s 
River Circuit in the charge of that work — so 
scarce were preachers in those days.” This 
was in October, 1818. The Conference was 
held in Nashville. Eighteen others were in 
the class, including Robert Paine, and several 
others, who became eminent preachers. Bishop 
Paine having been, by his office, removed from 
the Conference, Thomas Maddin for several 
years was the senior member of the Confer- 
ence. He rose rapidly, and as early as 1821-2 
he filled the Huntsville Station a part of the 
year, and was transferred to the Nashville 
Station. This was his fourth year, and these 
were the two most important and responsible 
stations in the Conference. While in Nash- 
ville he organized the first Sunday-school ever 
formed in the city, or in the bounds of the 
Tennessee Conference. In Nashville he en- 
tered the itinerant ranks, and there, after fifty- 
six years, he was transferred to heaven, his 
eternal home. He located a short time, mak- 
ing his home at Columbia, but reentered the 
traveling ministry in 1837. Except a few 
years spent in Kentucky, his ministerial la- 
bors were confined to Middle Tennessee and 
North Alabama, as then embraced in the 
Tennessee Conference. A few years ago he 
was placed on the superannuated roll, where 
he remained until his death. Yet during all 
that time he served as chaplain to the hospital 
for the insane, ministering with a tenderness 
and gentleness peculiar to himself, and espe- 
cially grateful to those unfortunates. He min- 
istered not carelessly — his oil for the sanctuary 
was beaten. On Friday, the day before his 
death, he finished writing his last sermon, in- 
tended, for the Sunday following. But, alas! 
that day his weeping friends attended his fu- 
neral; but his spirit was with God. After 



finishing the sermon he went out to take tea 
with a friend, in usual health — he soon re- 
turned, and died next morning. He spoke no 
word — there was not time — but none was 
needed. The testimony of his life was suffi- 
cient. The sermon that occupied his last 
thoughts was of heaven, of the one hundred 
and forty and four thousand. How soon did 
he go to join them! His long and useful life 
has ended here, but it is renewed in heaven. 

He lives forevermore; he rests from toil; the 
holy, loving labor of fifty-six years, crowned 
with success, now meets its reward. By nat- 
ure he had a pleasing speech and a winning 
address, and this gift was sanctified by grace 
and enlarged in the use. Of fine poetic tem- 
perament, he had an eye for the beautiful and 
the grand in the moral as well as the material 
world, and he glowed and kindled in the de- 
scription. This produced a style that pleased 
at once the uncultivated and the refined. In 
the days of his youth and middle age, his pul- 
pit-labors are said to have furnished memora- 
ble occasions of power. He was a man of 
firmest principle. "With a charming bland- 
ness of manner, he quietly, unchangeably 
took his stand, and was firm, steadfast. His 
faith was strong; he endured as seeing Him 
who is invisible. And this enabled him to 
triumph always. It saved him from murmur- 
ing, and gave him a beautiful old age, the 
crown of glory to a life of faith. His heart 
remained fresh to the last. He was a beauti- 
ful exemplar of the Christian minister: digni- 
fied, graceful, elegant — at the same time pru- 
dent, chaste, holy. Sweet in temper, consecrated 
in life, walking with God, he won the heart 
and held it ever after a willing captive. 

A. L. P. Green was born, in Sevier co., Tenn., 
June 24, 1807. "When quite a child his par- 
ents moved to Jackson co., Ala. Here he was 
converted and joined the M. E. Church in the 
ninth year of his age. He was admitted on 
trial into the Tennessee Conference, at Colum- 
bia, in 1824, when not eighteen years of age. 

He died at the residence of his son-in-law, in 
Nashville, at about two o’clock "Wednesday 
evening, July 15, 1874, in the sixty-eighth 
year of his age. Full of usefulness, honors, 
and years, he has gone to his God. No man 
in this country, perhaps, has made a wider and 
deeper impression on the Church than Dr. 
Green. His influence has been felt in all the 
departments of the Church. Familiar with 
the practical workings of its machinery, hav- 
ing gone up from class-leader, through all its 
grades, to its highest honors, and having a 
mind, as Bishop Paine justly remarked, both 
microscopic and telescopic, he brought to beat 
on it the wealth of his experience and fertile 
brain. In the polity of the Church, in its lit- 
erature, in its missionary and educational in- * 
terests, he was an acknowledged factor of 
great force. Limited in his early educational 
advantages, he was nevertheless a thoughtful 
and diligent student, acquiring by observation, 
learning from nature, and studying men and 
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books, until he fairly won the honors conferred 
on him by colleges, and came to the front in 
all the leading measures of the Church, and 
epochs in herhistory, by the force of his own 
merits. When twenty-five years of age he 
was honored by his Conference in electing him 
as a delegate to the highest tribunal of the 
Church, and continued to be, every session but 
one, until his death. In 1844 he was chief of 
the commission raised to secure the interests 
of the M. E. Church, South, accruing under 
the Plan of Separation, and conducted with 
signal ability the great suit against the M. E. 
Church to a favorable termination; and it is 
believed that his genius and untiring industry 
in the arrangement for this suit gave the help- 
ful and inspiring force to the great lawyers 
who gained it. As a preacher, though differ- 
ing from all others in style, he was the peer of 
the foremost. In moving an audience, and in 
winning souls to Jesus, he.had but few equals. 
It is difficult to give fixity to his style of 
preaching, yet it was perfectly sui generis. 
For the most part it was conversational, now 
and then metaphysical, abounding in pathos, 
with descriptive powers almost unrivaled. We 
presume he never studied the great masters in 
pulpit oratory, and never gave a thought to 
the rules of the rhetorician. He was natural, 
and fortunately his naturalness was the ideal, 
for the most part, of rhetorical art. He was a 
word-painter of extraordinary power. When 
through with his preliminary work, and his 
mind began to glow with his theme, if his sub- 
ject were such as the prodigal son returning to 
his father’s house, or the man-slayer fleeing for 
his life to the city of refuge, O how we have 
heard him revel in description! holding his 
audience in breathless and painful stillness, 
while with a master-hand he threw on the 
canvas pictures of unsurpassed beauty, to hang 
on the walls of memory forever. He was the 
framer of his own homiletical laws, the funda- 
mental principle of which, in all his discourses, 
was to select the nearest route to the sinner’s 
heart. God put much honor upon him in giv- 
ing him many souls for his hire. Many have 
preceded him, and many will follow him; to 
the kingdom of glory who have been led to 
Christ by his faithful ministry. He was suc- 
cessful more than most men in finding out 
young men who, called of God to the ministry, 
but surrounded by difficulties seemingly inex- 
tricable, or overcome by a crushing .sense of 
unfitness for its holy functions, had yielded to 
temptation, and were endeavoring to repress 
this sense of duty by activities in channels 
that were leading them from the cross of 
Christ. His tact in making this discovery, his 
profound knowledge of human nature, and the 
fertile resources of bis mind, have been largely 
drawn upon in thus bringing out into the min- 
istry many Avho otherwise would have been 
lost to the Church. With gratitude the writer 
acknowledges an indebtedness to him in this 
respect more than to any man, living or dead. 
Although for many years of his ministerial 
life his work lay in and around the chief city 



of our Conference, this was because he was 
deemed by the authorities of the Church as 
eminently suited to the work; yet there never 
was a truer itinerant among us. None were 
ever more ready and willing to do the bidding 
of legitimate authority — none more faithful in 
the work assigned him. This tribute we lov- ' 
ingly pay to his memory: Through sunshine 
and storm, before large congregations and 
small, in luxurious city churches and in the 
open cabins of the settlement, in private 
houses and under the shade of primeval for- 
ests, this man has been calling sinners to re- 
pentance for nearly fifty years — reposing as 
unmurmuringly on the straw of the camping- 
ground as on downy couches, sharing as grate- 
fully the frugal fare of the poor as the costly 
viands of the rich. At our last session he was 
appointed to deliver a semi-centennial sermon, 
and, had he lived, would at this hour have 
been preaching on the anniversary of his fif- 
tieth Conference-y’ear. Dr. Green taught us 
the true philosophy of life. He made life 
worth more to him than most men; he got 
more out of it, because the law of moderation 
lay over all his pursuits and pleasures. He 
was never an extremist — was guilty of excess 
in no direction. He was wealthy without a 
love of ease and needless self-indulgence; was 
popular without vanity, honored without be- 
ing puffed up, good without ostentation — 
could even recognize a rival without dispar- 
agement; was the peer of the wisest, but loved 
little children; was always kind to unfortunate 
people, and penitent delinquency ever found in 
him the truest of friends. The life he lived is 
worthy of profound study; and now, since he 
rounded it so well, and it seems so beautiful in 
its make-up, and so symmetrical in its develop- 
ments, it is worthy of our highest admiration. 
The last two years of his life were devoted to 
a higher development of the educational in- 
terests of the Church; and that life, already 
beautiful in its usefulness, was crowned with 
additional glory in so largely contributing to 
the establishment of Vanderbilt University. 
His social powers, which were extraordinary, 
were employed in advancing his Master’s 
cause and in saving men. He was crowned 
king of the social circle, and there were none 
to dispute his sovereignty. He could please 
without an effort, and yet there was a purpose 
inspiring his entertaining anecdotes and face- 
tious conversation that was often manifest in 
the conversion of those whom he had won 
to himself that he might win them to Christ. 
Dr. Green had been suffering several years 
from a virulent tetter, which finally spread 
over his body, and resulted in his death. Dur- 
ing these years of suffering he unmurmuringly 
worked on in his “loved employ.” The final 
scene was characterized by that perfect tran- 
quillity which comes of sweetly resting by 
faith in Christ, and such as might have been 
expected would be the crowning finale of his 
useful and pious life. Said Bishop McTyeire 
to him a short time before his death, “Doctor, v 
you have done a great deal of preaching — how 
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does it appear now as you look back upon it?” 
Answer: “I am impressed with its truth. 
What I have been preaching is true ” Said 
Dr. Kelley, “Are you suffering much?” “Only 
physical — there is no mental or moral trouble.” 
“What is the outlook, Doctor?” Answer: “All 
beautiful 1 Not only Christ, heaven, and faith 
are beautiful, but I have been thinking to-day 
of death and the grave, and the grave-yard, 
where a whole family lie grouped together, 
and this, too, has grown beautiful to me.” 
After a pause, he added, “The gospel we 
preach is true — salvation is for all.” Another 
pause, and then, with emphasis, he said, “But 
it is all the grace of God.” About two o’clock 
Wednesday evening he asked his son to turn 
him on his side, when, quietly and sweetly, as 
an infant goes to sleep, the spirit of Dr. Green 
went to his God. Servant of God, well done! 
He is gone up from among us; and yet it 
seems we cannot help straining our ears for 
that voice which has been familiar to us, as a 
Conference, so long. Time and again have we 
looked eagerly around us for that stately form 
that sat among us in such perfect equipoise, 
commanding always our respect, and for that 
benevolent face that always inspired our love. 
That form and face will be seen among us no 
more, and yet we cannot escape the conviction, 
Though unseen, he is about us now. That voice, 
once so distinct in its utterance, has gone si- 
lent, no more to guide us in our deliberations. 
Having understanding of the times, he will no 
more tell us what Israel ought to do, and yet 
we feel as if he were listening to the words we 
speak.

Anselm Minor Avas horn, in Mercer (noAv 
Boyle) co., Ky., July 27, 1815, and died, of 
congestion of the brain, near Tulip, Ark., Sept. 
22, 1873. He made a profession of religion 
early in life, and joined the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian Church, in which he was preparing 
for the ministry; but finding himself more in 
sympathy with the doctrines and polity of the 
M. E. Church, South, he united with it, and 
served for some years as a local preacher. He 
Avas married Sept. 11, 1838, to Miss Louisa 
Bilbo, of Avhom he was bereaved July 4, 1868. 
He joined the Kentucky Conference, at Shel- 
byville, Ivv., Sept., 1849, and avus appointed to 
the West Liberty Mission. From that time 
to his death he Avas appointed to the follow- 
ing charges — to wit: Crab Orchard, Lancaster, 
Madison, Somerset, Lawrenceburg, Maxville, 
Perrvville, Crittenden. Falmouth, Leesburg’ 
and Irvine Circuits, and the West Liberty 
District, in the Kentucky Conference; Canton 
Station, in the Illinois Conference; and Tulip 
Station, in the Arkansas Conference. During 
his service in the last-named charge he formed 
the acquaintance of Miss Anna' Jones, near 
Tulip, with whom he was united in marriage 
Dec. 12, 1872. At the close of this year he 
Avas placed on the supernumerary list, and 
transferred back to the Kentucky Conference, 
to which it was deemed he properlv belonged, 
and was appointed to Perrvville and Maxville 
in that relation. Of the last hours of Brother 
Minor we haA'e but little knowledge, as he 
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became unconscious at an early period in his 
illness, and so continued until death released 
him from his sufferings; but his consistent 
Christian life and devotion to the ministry 
afford a well-grounded hope that he was pre- 
pared for the Master’s call.

John Beatty Perry was born, in Belfast, 
Ireland, May 23, 1813. His father, Robert 
Perry, immigrated to America about the y->ar 
1816, and located at Philadelphia, Pa. John 
joined the Church in his seventeenth year, and 
soon after made a happy profession of religion. 
In his nineteenth year he was licensed to 
preach, and, for a short time, labored on the 
Philadelphia City Mission. In 1836 he immi- 
grated to Kentucky, and traveled the New- 
castle Circuit, as a supply. In 1837 he was 
admitted on trial into the Kentucky Confer- 
ence. At the same Conference he was ordained 
to the office of deacon, by Bisliop Roberts, and 
appointed to the Shelby Circuit. In 1839 he 
was ordained elder by Bisbop Soule, at Rus- 
sellville, Ky, and appointed to the Hartford 
Circuit. In 1840-41 he traveled the Hopkins- 
ville Circuit; 1841-3, the Elkton Circuit; 
1843-4, the Hawesville Circuit; 1844-5, the 
Hardinsburg Circuit; 1845-7, the Big Spring 
Circuit; 1847-9, the Greensburg Circuit; 
1849-50, the Campbellsville Circuit; 1850-2, 
the Morganfield Circuit. In 1852 he was ap- 
pointed to the Marion Circuit, but before the 
year closed his health failed, and he was never 
effective afterward. Our beloved brother was 
distinguished for his entire consecration to 
God, and to the work to which he was called. 
He had not a single aspiration at variance with 
his high calling. He was remarkable for his 
child-1 i ke, unsuspecting simplicity of charac- 
ter. He was an “Israelite indeed, in whom 
was no guile.” He attended to his own 
work, and was no busy-body in other men’s 
matters. He was a man of one work, and of 
one book. Perhaps no nmn had read the 



Scriptures more than he. As a preacher ha 
selected the plainest texts, and treated them, in 
the main, in an expository manner. There 
was in his preaching, therefore, nothing of a 
speculative character — nothing but what was 
good to the use of edifying. He never seemed 
to be troubled as to his appointments. He 
had confidence that the Lord of the harvest, 
who had thrust him forth as a laborer, would 
select his field of labor. Being called by his 
great Captain to be a soldier, he had faith that 
he would give him his proper place in the 
field, and see to it that all charges would be 
met. Brother Perry was, in many respects, a 
model Methodist preacher. He was never un- 
employed — never triflingly employed — doing 
every thing at the time, and having time for 
every thing. Our beloved brother had done 
the active part of his ministry well; for 
twenty-one years he suffered well, and when 
the time came he died well. Says a minister, 
who visited him shortly before his death: “I 
do not think I ever saw an example of such 
patient suffering, calm resignation, and Chris- 
tian triumph. In every paroxysm of pain 
he would exclaim: ‘Blessed Jesus! Precious 
Lamb! thou art too good to be unkind. Glory 
be to God! ’ On being asked what message he 
would send to the Conference, he said: ‘Tell 
the brethren I sought religion when young, 
and I have never departed from the good and 
the right way. Tell them I have lived, and 
am now dying, in peace with God and all man- 
kind. Tell them I have unshaken confidence 
in my blessed Saviour.’ He continued to re- 
alize most wonderful manifestations of the 
Divine presence until his departure, which 
was on July 1, 1874, in his sixty-second year.” 
On May 10, 1840, he was married to Miss 
Mary G. Maddox, in Trimble co., Ky., who 
survives him. He left a large family of chil- 
dren, who have been brought up in respecta- 
bility, and most of whom are following the 
example of his pious life. 

Thomas C. Berry was a native of Mary- 
land. The period of his removal to the West 
is not known. He lived for a time in the city 
of St. Louis, Mo., and removed to Louisville, 
Ky., about the year 1862. At the last love- 
feast meeting held in the Walnut Street 
Church, in Louisville, Ky., for the Conference- 
year of 1863-4, he united with the M. E. 
Church, South, under the ministry of the Rev. 
Geo. W. Brush. Soon after taking this step 
he was happily converted to God; soon after 
which he felt himself called to the work of 
the ministry, and obtained license to preach. 
Brother Berry was a man of good education 
and good business qualities, and while he was 
a popular and faithful conductor on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad, he was at the 
same time a useful and active local preacher. 
He carried his religious character into all the 
departments of his business; and, when he 
could find time to do so, he made appointments 
and preached to his crew and others the un- 
searchable riches of Christ. He was useful 
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and efficient, and won souls to Christ while 
whirling rapidly along the line of duty. In 
1868 he gave up his profitable position in the 
employment of the railroad company, and 
asked to share the privations and pleasures, the 
toils and triumphs of the itinerant ministry. 
Entering into this work with heart and energy, 
he soon exhibited cheering indications of future 
usefulness. His preaching was successful ; souls 
were converted, the backslidden were reclaimed, 
and the interests of the Church prospered in 
his hands. In Greensburg, Morganfield, and 
Owensboro his name is as ointment poured 
forth. He was a close student, and possessed a 
good memory; consequently, his improvement 
was rapid. He was taking rank among our 
best preachers, when he was stricken down 
with brain fever and hurried to the tomb. Eor 
weeks before his death he was unconscious, 
through paralysis of the brain, and left us no 
lying testimony of his triumph; but his con- 
sistent life, his oft-repeated and exultant state- 
ments of faith in Christ and peace with God, 
made in the pulpit and the private circle, in 
the class-meeting and the love-feast, leave us 
no doubt of his glorious admittance into the 
paradise of God. An affectionate wife and 
two children are left to deplore his loss, while 
the Conference and Church join with them in 
tears of bereavement. Blessed be God, we do 
not weep as those who have no hope.

John Monroe. 1. 

John Monroe was horn, in Scotland, in the 
year 1803, came to America in 1820, and grad- 
uated at Kenyon College, Ohio. From thence 
he came to Missouri, and for the last twenty 
years resided in Cooper co., and died at the 
residence of his son, at Big Lick, in said 
county, the night of October 3, 1873. Our 
first knowledge of Brother Monroe was de- 
rived in 1834, at which time he was teaching 
school for the Kickapoo Indians, near Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. He did not then be- 
long to the itinerancy, but not very long after- 
ward joined the Missouri Conference. Subse- 
quently he became a member of the St. Louis 
Conference, and at the time of his death held 
a superannuated relation to the West St. Louis 
Conference. Brother Monroe was a faithful, 
energetic, laborious minister of the gospel of 
Christ, determined and unwavering in the 
prosecution of the great work to which, in the 
order of Providence, he had been called. In 
the arrangement of the constituted authorities 
of the Church, it often fell to his lot to per- 
form much difficult and hard service, and to 
receive but little remuneration for the same. 
But he never faltered. He seemed to regard 
it as a privilege more than a hardship to oc- 
cupy the outposts of Zion, and put forth his 
best efforts to build up the cause of God and 
bring sinners to Christ. He was content, as a 
pioneer preacher, to suffer the privations and 
encounter the difficulties peculiar to an itiner- 
ant Methodist minister in a frontier country, 



if he could only enjoy the heart-cheering con- 
sciousness that he was doing the will of his 
Divine Master. The trials, sacrifices, and suf- 
ferings borne by traveling preachers in a 
newly-settled country are known only to those 
who have passed through them. Brother 
Monroe was a good man and true; social in 
disposition, always cheerful and communica- 
tive, he enjoyed the society of friends, and 
especially that of the preachers, in a very high 
degree — fond of conversation on religious top- 
ics; anxious to learn as much as can be com- 
prehended of the sublime scheme of human 
redemption. His religious experience was 
purely scriptural, and of the most elevated 
and uniform order. He did not hesitate to 
recommend religion in every circle, and advo- 
cate the cause of Christ under all circum- 
stances. He heartily indorsed the doctrine of 
evangelical holiness, and lived in constant 
communication with God. He was an ardent 
lover and zealous defender of Methodism, be- 
lieving it to be the purest and most scriptural 
form of Christianity known to the world. At 
the same time he was no bigot. Though not 
eloquent, there was an earnestness in his 
preaching which carried conviction to the un- 
derstanding and the heart, and showed the 
sincerity of his mind as one on whom you 
could rely. Decision of character was pre- 
eminently conspicuous in all his deportment — 
a trait not always met with at the present day. 
No one, we suppose, ever doubted the honesty 
of his purpose. He possessed an independent 
cast of mind; he had an idea of his own, and 
followed it. He had a touch of eccentricity 
about him, both in the pulpit and in the social 
circle, which was wholly natural, and did not 
appear to detract from liis piety or usefulness. 
He had been for a considerable time previous 
to his departure in a very feeble state of 
health, but would labor as long as he had 
strength; and of him it may truly be said, He 
ceased at once to work and live. His son in- 
forms us he left a bright testimony of his ac- 
ceptance with the Lord. He was very anxious 
^o be with his brethren at Conference, but died 
during its session. Though he could not be 
present, he sent the following beautiful and im- 
pressive communication, written a few days 
before he was called by the great Head of the 
Church from labor to reward: “Big Lick, 
Cooper co., Mo., Sept. 22, 1873. — Dear Breth- 
ren: I hereby inform you that I cannot be 
with you at the coming session. I am at the 
house of my son, at the above-named place, 
and am prostrate on my bed, totally unable to 
help myself, and in all probability before this 
reaches you I shall have passed from the stage 
of action.

George W. Primrose was born July 2, 
1837, in Butler co., Ohio. His parents were 
from the State of Delaware. They removed 
to Missouri from Ohio when George was quite 
young, hence he felt as if Missouri was his 
native State. He was converted and joined 
the M. E. Church, South, in Aug., 1853, in 
Scotland co., Mo., under the labors of the Rev. 
E. K. Miller, preacher in charge of Edina Cir- 
cuit. That was the period most marked in 
his history. He never forgot the goodness of 
God revealed to him then and there. The

corded by him. He never doubted his conver- 
sion, and ever seemed to live in the warmth of 
religious devotion. He soon received license 
to exhort, and soon afterward was licensed to 
preach. He was very zealous as a local preacher, 
and was useful in this relation till 1865, when 
he was admitted into the Missouri Conference, 
held -at Hannibal. He was also transferred 
to the Waehita (now Little Rock) Conference. 

He labored faithfully in that Conference, and 
was remarkably useful, till April, 1871, when, 
on account of declining health, and with the 
consent of his Presiding Elder, he gave up his 
charge and came to Missouri, with his mother- 
less children. He had been happily married 
to Miss Maggie Brewer, May 11, 1859, who 
was in every thing a helpmeet: as a wife, all that 
a woman could be in devotion; as a mother, a 
model ; as a Christian, perfect. She closed her 
beautiful life in Arkansas, like Stephen, “look- 
ing up steadfastly into heaven.” In the au- 
tumn of 1872 Brother Primrose’s health was 
better, and he was transferred to our Confer- 
ence and appointed to the Monticello and Can- 
ton Circuits, and the next year to La Grange Mexico Station 
Circuit; and though in much feebleness and in 
pain, and sometimes for weeks confined to his 
room and bed, yet by industry almost unequaled 
and deep consecration to his work, by great 
skill in overcoming difficulties and a rigid re- 
gard to every point of discipline, he accom- 
plished a work here in two years that is 
refreshing to behold. At our last Conference 
he was granted a supernumerary relation. He 
expected to attend the Little Rock Conference 
this autumn and see his brethren there, whom 
he held in very high esteem, but that destroyer, 
consumption, completed its work. Nov. 23, 
at one (^’clock, without a groan or a struggle, 
he slept m Jesus. He talked of his departure 
with calmness and resignation; said it would 
be sad now if he had not prepared for this 
time, and rejoiced in God and in hope of heaven ; 
and wished he could preach once more, and the 
text would be, “Though our outward man 
perish, }*et the inward man is renewed day by 
day.” When asked if the Saviour was precious, 

“Yes,” said he, “there is a halo of glory about 
me,” and he repeated the stanzas of his favorite 
hymn: , 

From every stormy wind that blows, 

From every swelling tide of woes, 

There is a calm, a sure retreat — 

’T is found beneath the mercy-seat. 

O let my hand forget her skill. 

My tongue be silent, cold, and still. 

This bounding heart forget to beat, 

If I forget the mercy-seat ! 

He leaves two little girls orphans, who have 
our deepest sympathy. May they not forget 
e a father’s instruction or a mother’s love and 
prayers, but follow them on to heaven ! Brother 
Primrose was ordained deacon in Mississippi, 
in 1864, by Bishop Paine, and elder at Des 
Arc, Ark., Nov. 17, 1867, by Bishop Marvin.

[The following memoir of Stephen Farish 
was not furnished for the Minutes last year.] 

Stephen Farish was born, in Virginia, in 
1816, and immigrated to Alabama in early life, 
and in 1844 to South Arkansas, where he served 
for a short time as junior preacher with the 
Rev. J. Esterbrook, on the Union Circuit. He 



was admitted on trial into the Arkansas Con- 
ference, at its session in Little Rock, in 1844. 
He came to this Conference under circum- 
stances of much promise — in good health, 
physically strong, a large, athletic, and well- 
formed man, a good heart, a sound and well- 
balanced mind, with a large measure of spirit, 
always cheerful and ever ready to adapt him- 
self to the circumstances surrounding him, 
ardent in temperament and highly social in 
his character. These qualities of manhood, 
head and heart, made him the man for the 
times in this new country. He traveled twelve 
or fourteen years in the regular work, mostly 
in the region of country lying between Little 
Rock and Little Red River, and under circum- 
stances of extreme hardship and many priva- 
tions; but nobly did he battle on and on, 
without a murmur or complaint, until 1857 or 
1858, when his health failed, and he became a 
great sufferer from that much-dreaded disease, 
bronchitis, which terminated his itinerant work 
as an effective preacher in the Conference. He 
was placed on the supernumerary list, and 
continued in that relation until 1871, when he 
was superannuated, and continued in that rela- 
tion until his death, which occurred Dec. 5, 
1872, at his residence, near Lewisburg, Ark. 
He suffered greatly the last two years of his 
life with consumption, and was the most of his 
time confined to his room; but in all he was 
patient and resigned to the will of God. As 
his end drew near he grew stronger in faith 
and hope of a blessed immortality. He died 
only as a good man can die — full of joy and 
peace, beloved and respected by his brethren 
in the Conference, and in good report among 
his neighbors. He was a good, practical, and 
sound preacher. He shunned no cross, dreaded 
no dangers, but was a firm defender of our be- 
loved Methodism. His example was good in 
his family — he reared six noble sons, who, to>- 
gether with the wife of his youth, are left to 
mourn their loss.

John W. Mills was born, in Elbert co., Ga., 
April 10, 1819, and professed faith in Christ 
and joined the Methodist Church in 1838. He 
was married, in 1840, to Miss Sarah Chambers, 
who was taken from him by death about a 
year afterward. He was received on trial into 
the Georgia Conference in 1842, wherein he 
traveled awhile, and was thence transferred to 
the Florida Conference. He was married, in 
1848, to Miss Elvira Ferguson, who shared 
with him his toils, his sorrows, and his joys. 
In the Florida Conference he filled such ap- 
pointments -as were given him, as circuit and 
station preacher, and was once delegate to the 
General Conference. When the Georgia Con- 
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Palestine District ( continued ), 



ference was divided, and the Georgia part of 
the territory given back to Georgia, forming a 
part of the South Georgia Conference, he con- 
tinued a member of the Florida Conference 
until he was transferred to the East Texas Con- 
ference, Dec., 1870. He received Shelby Cir- 
cuit as his first appointment in this Conference. 

The second year he was made Presiding Elder 
of the San Augustin District, which relation 
he held for two years. At the end of the sec- 
ond term, his health having declined, he was 
made Sunday-school Agent for his Con ference. 

He entered upon his new work with a zeal 
which manifested that his heart was in it; 
but his health continued to decline so rapidly 
that, even before spring had robed the earth 
in verdure, he was compelled to abandon 
the work. He lingered on to July 6, 1874, 
when he sweetly Tell asleep in Jesus. As 
Brother Mills was nearing the gate of death 
he was asked by his physician if he was sensi- 
ble of his condition. He answered, “I think I 
am,” and continued: “There is no hope for 
my recovery, is there, doctor?” To this the 
doctor replied that If he had any arrangements 
to make, he had better make them, for he was 
dying. At this time his daughter shrieked, Sumter IVIission 
and approached him. The doctor told ‘her she 
must not disturb his tranquillity in that try- 
ing hour, and endeavored to pull her away, 
when the dying man of God said: “Doctor, 
let her alone; my distressed daughter is ex- 
cited, but I am not. As to the arrangement 
of my business, I have none to make; as to 
preparation for heaven, that has long been 
made. There is not a cloud between me and 
my future home.” He called his family around 
him, one by one, and gave them his dying 
charge; then crossing his hands upon his breast, 
and scarcely moving a muscle, he fell asleep 
in Jesus.

Benjamin A. Kemp was born, on the east- 
ern shore of Maryland, about the year 1823, 
and departed this life, in the triumphs of a 
living faith, at Gatesville, Texas, Dec. 9, 1873. 
He professed religion in his tenth year, and was 
educated in the city of Baltimore. He re- 
moved to Indiana in his twenty-seventh year, 
and engaged in teaching. Having spent a 
year in this business, his health failed, and he 
then traveled, and spent a year in the West 
India Islands. Thinking his health was en- 
tirely restored, he returned to his home in In- 
diana, and resumed his profession as a teacher. 
After a few years his health again failed, and 
his physician advised him to go to Texas, which 
he did about the year 1850. Soon after his ar- 
rival in Washington co., Texas, he was licensed 
to exhort. In the year 1852 he was licensed 
to preach. In 1854 he was admitted on trial 
into the Texas Conference. Brother Kemp 
was a deeply pious man. He kept a diary of 
his life from his tenth year, in which are noted 
many interesting facts. This biography, writ- 
ten by himself, makes a large manuscript vol- 
ume, and it might be of some interest to our 
Conference, as it notes many of the hardships, 
dangers, and trials endured by himself and 
others in planting Methodism on the frontier 
and thinly-settled portions of our country. 
Sometimes, fatigued and wearied, he had to 
pass the night alone in the wilderness, making 
his bed upon the cold ground, and this he did 
without murmuring. Brother Kemp was a 
constant reader Of the Bible. We find noted 
in his own hand, upon the fly-leaf of his pocket 
Bible, the time of commencing and the time 
of finishing the reading of his Bible through 
for the fifty-fourth time. He was a man of 
feeble health and slender constitution, and, 
therefore, was upon our superannuated list for 
several years previous to his death. We are 
glad to know that his end was peaceful and 
triumphant. V

James D. Gray was born, in Wilson co., 
Tenn., May 11, 1813; came to Illinois when 
quite young; was married to Maria Nichols 
Nov. 23, 1837; professed religion Dec. 18, 1837; 
was licensed to preach July 2, 1843; ordained 
deacon in 1851. Brother Gray was most of his 
life a local preacher; was frequently employed 
to supply vacant circuits while a minister of 
the M. E. Church, and was always acceptable. 
He was eminently useful as a local preacher — 
blameless in life, well versed in the doctrines 
of the Bible, understood the economy of the 
Church, and was zealous in the cause of his 
Master. Brother Gray was one of the movers 
in the organization of our Conference in Illi- 
nois, identifying himself with the Conference, 
and traveled the Salem, Rome, and Patoka 
Circuits. The last-named circuit embraced his 
home, where he had lived for over thirty years. 
His last work was the Okaw Mission, on which, 
owing to his feeble health, he could render but 
little service; but, whenever he could, he would 
attend his appointments. His Ikst sermon was 
in the house of Brother Mordecai Smith, the 
same where he had been converted thirty-six 
years before. The occasion was the funeral of 
Sister Smith. He alluded to the coincidence, 
and remarked that he thought he should close 
his ministerial labors in the same house where 
he had commenced his Christian life. This 
was in October. He returned to his home and 
continued to fail until Dec.- 18, when he fell 
asleep in Jesus, giving the most convincing 
testimonv of his preparation for the home of 
the good*”. Brother Gray was emphatically a 
good man, and has left the savor of a holy in- 
fluence behind him. His memory is precious 



to many. May his aged wne nna comiort in 
the religion she has so long professed, and his 
children follow in the footsteps of their father! 

Hiram G. Holcomb was born, in Jackson 
co., Tenn., Feb. 18, 1831; professed religion 
and joined the M. E. Church, South, Feb., 
1853, and was soon afterward licensed a local 
preacher. In 1871 he was admitted on trial 
into the Louisville Conference, and transferred 
the same autumn to the Illinois Conference. 
His first circuit in this Conference was La 
Prairie Circuit, which he traveled with great 
acceptability, endearing himself to the people 
by his many good qualities and burning zeal 
for' the Master’s cause. In 1872 he was ap- 
pointed to the Patoka Circuit, to which he re- 
moved his family from Kentucky. Here he 
labored with his usual zeal one year, and, by 
unanimous request, was returned at our last 
Conference. He entered upon his third year 
with very flattering prospects; had made sev- 
eral rounds on his circuit; had just closed a 
successful meeting at Keysport, at which he 
evidently overworked himself; came home sick; 
suffered terribly for five days, and then sweetly 
fell asleep in Jesus. It may be said of Brother 
Holcomb that his zeal consumed him. He 
certainly fell at his post, exhorting the people 
to meet him in heaven. Brother Holcomb was 
married to Susan Taylor in 1853, with whom 
he lived happily until death removed her. On 
Jan. 13, 1867, he was again married to Miss M. 
J. Blewitt, of Kentucky, who now mourns his 
loss. Heaven bless the widow and orphan chil- 
dren of our dear brother!
